Introduction 

This Diary narrates the second Trojan Horse Mission to the 
Philippines in October 2002, and records, in detail, an account 
of the successes and opposition to the mission. It is an eyewitness 
account of the opposition to the Gospel of Christ, which came 
for the religious and not the unbelieving world. David points out 
the very sinister moves of Satan and the effects upon the reli- 
gious, who were not governed by the scripture, or grace grace of 
God, which exposed them to the craft of the Devil. 

David points out precisely, the doctrinal and practical errors 
of these religious persons, and also names the individuals who 
were moved by Satan, to oppose the Gospel of Christ. Hence 
the alternative title to the diary could equally be valid and called 
Acts 29. 
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1 Diary Entries For The Month Of March 2003 


March 15th 

Saturday morning. Went to Laguna with Dolores arriving at 
about 10.00 am. We discussed living at Laguna and building a 
Kabul in TaTa’s lot. It was a lovely dream and Ta Ta agreed. 

I proposed to Benilda and Sheena that they try the money 
lending scheme that day and agreed to give her Php. 5000.00 Pe- 
sos to start that day and not tomorrow. It was agreed that she 
would pay me the money back on Monday and that if it worked 
then Dolores and he could work together on the scheme and do 
as the Indians do. 

Went to saw Belinda’ relatives in the evening at her broth- 
er in laws, there must have been 20 or 30 brothers cousins and 
children, and had a lovely evening. I prayed for the meal with 
the whole family and then we went to see the church building at 
the harbour mouth and were pointed out the home of the wife of 
Mayor Sanchez and inmate at New Bilibid Prison. 


March 16th 

Came from Laguna at 6.00 a.m. on three Jeepney rides. La- 
guna, Calumba, San Pedro and then Muntinlupa at a cost of only 
Php. 58 each. 

Went to meet Arnel and his friend and spoke ay his church 
meeting on Manila. 

Dolores’s Mother came to the apartment and stated she want- 
ed her daughter to return home. She said that she could sleep at 
the shop as she had had arguments with her sisters. I informed 
her that I had seen Dolores yesterday and I understood she had 
gone to her friends a Laguna San Pedro. Her mother said she 
only had that evening free to go and see her their as she was now 
working. She said she knew Delores had no money and wanted 
to give he some money and would I speak to her and tell her to 
go home. 

I informed her that I had encouraged her to give her mother 
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a call end tell her how she was and try and resolve things. 


March 17th 

Monday morning. I waited for Benilda for the Php. 5000 but 
she did not arrive from Laguna. Went with Ronaldo and ob- 
tained the Certificate from SEC in Mundaluyoung and also I ob- 
tained the application form in order for me to become a register 
minister to conduct a wedding. We then went to Boni and the 
Epsom Laser printer cartridge at a cost of Php. 4590. On the way 
I called briefly to see Joseph Kim but he was in Korea so I left him 
a message and showed his staff out SEC registration certificate. 

Today was the day of the hearing of my divorce in England 
so my prayer and desire was the Lord will be done and I hoped 
that I would be freed that day. I committed the out come to God. 
I informed Ronaldo that I would marry Dolores if I were free to 
do so. 

Went to see Michael at the prison and told him about the 
good news of our SEC registration and leaned he had a run in 
with Alex. We also went to see the head of the Marshal God Res- 
cuers and arrange for meeting of the men on Wednesday at 1.00 
pm to discuss an afhliation with Trojan Horse. Dolores saw Cho- 
gi and the girls at the shop that evening which was good for her. 

March 18th 

Saw Michael and typed up the adjenda for meeting the God 
Marshall Rescuers on Wednesday at 1.00 P.M.

March 19th 

Went to collect my visa today from Miriam Panizales 
09193654452 Block 9 lot 1 Katanugan. She was not there but her 
husband telephoned her. I spoke to her and she asked me why I 
did not go the evening before to collect it. She informed me some 
one had made a complaint at the BID. That I should go to her 
house tonight to get my pass Port but I must not tell anyone she 
had tried to help me. I was very suspicious and felt I may be be- 
ing set up as Miriam had been instructed to obtain my visa over 
two months ago. She had the money I had signed the papers. She 
had told Ronaldo Lopez not to trust me and not I realised I was 
without my passport and visa and was booked to return to En- 
gland on the 27th March. With a block list I would be forbidden 
to return to the Philippines so I was determined to resolve the 
matter. 

Msgr Helley Barrido was off sick with Arthritis and his secre- 
tary Lina Bora 09174410229 talked to me and informed me that 
Isagani had been texting the prison officials to say I was a drunk- 
ard and a womaniser and a bad man. Isagani Obispo reported 
this to all the officials. His cell phone number 0917 4368340. 

I visited Michael and he had been beaten with rods on his 
back the nigh before because some of his enemies had set him 
up. They had said that he was trying to kiss an inmates wife. Mi- 
chael had tried to consoler her in the afternoon and evil men 
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made out his actions were not upright and reported him to the 
Mayor. I was policy that a breach of rule required the rod of cor- 
rection. Michael back was damaged. It was discovered latter that 
he had been set up and the Mayor apologized to Michael. 

It was decided that I go to the British Embassy to be safe in 
respect of my pass post and visa. Michael suggested I go the Ba- 
rangay Captain Alex Diaz and submit my affidavit of complaint 
to Isagani to the City Fiscal. 


March 24th 

Spoke to Ronaldo regarding the visa and Miriam. He in- 
formed me about the problem of Dolores and Benilda talking to 
people abut issues, which were wrong. We arranged to go to the 
Statistic Office the next day to submit my application form for 
the marriage licence. 

March 24th 2003 

Letter to: Isagani Obispo Jr.

NBPCC Elders. 


Dear Gani, 

Further to you letter of January 8th 2003 I am very sorry that 
I have to write to you like Iam doing now. 

You will recall you came to me in November 23rd 2003 and 
said “We had a big problem” and when you informed me what 
the problem was I corrected you saying, I did not have a problem 
but you had the “Big problem” 

You stated that it had been reported to you, by cell phone 
from an inmate at New Bilibid Prison, that I was drinking wine, 
mixing with sinners and singing songs with Bakla’s, late at night. 
That this was now reported all over the prison and every one 
know. 

My response to you at that time is fully recorded in my diary 
entry for that period and you have all seen the entries. I rebuked 
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you at that time for not following the scriptures and adding to 
them. 

Transgressing the rules of BUCO RVO’s 

I realised then that the problem you had, along with many 
others, was one of a difference of opinion and practical conduct. 

In fact you had transgressed the rules, as outlined in BUCOR 
RVO’s manual, because you should not bring issues up like you 
did in contention with me like you did. 

I maintained to you that of course we should all keep BUCO 
rules. How ever that smoking was not against the BUCO rules. 
You made it into an issue of morality and judgement as to a 
Christian’s standing, along with the drinking wine (By wine I 
mean alcohol of any description). I maintained to you that Je- 
sus our Lord drank wine and eat with publicans and sinners, in 
order to share with them his concern and teach them the way of 
salvation. He was not a drunkard but drank wine and he mixed 
with publicans and sinner. As an Ambassador for Christ (and as 
an ERO with special privileges) I do the same because of these 
my actions you and others have judged and reported evil of me 
to many people. 

Sleeping in a Bar and Drinking Wine 

When I challenged you to follow me, even as I followed 
Christ, you said you could not do so. I also informed you that 
I had spent the night at a Bar called the Red Dragon, owned by 
an Officer of the Prison. This was because I needed somewhere 
to sleep that night, as I had nowhere else to go. This was a mat- 
ter of urgency because Lucas. P Dangatan had warned me, and 
advised, to seek accommodation other than Soriano Compound 
with Sister Neola. This was because he suspected that Robert Liz- 
ardo had planned mischief against me. So I spent the night at the 
bar and drank San Miguel (Alcohol) and shared my Christian 
Mission work with the Bar staff. I also testified to the goodness of 
God on the Karaoke Mic. To all the customers that night. I also 
spoke to bar girls suggesting that I bring Sister Neola to come 
and speak to them. Asa result you later in your slander to Do- 
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lores A. Nava stated I was a drunkard and always drinking in the 
Prison and other places. This Gani is not that action of a New 
Creature in Christ. 

A Trial Sent By The Lord 

I believe the Lord had brought this issue to light so that 
Christian men will look into the matter. The issue really is on 
of having begun the race how do we keep the faith. Or having 
begun how can we finish the race. It would appear to me that we 
all confess we begin by faith in Christ alone and are justified by 
Christ alone without reference to the work according to the Law 
of Moses. That by our baptism we were acknowledge our death 
to self, in the death of Christ, and our old ways and a union to 
Christ in his resurrection. The rule of life for this new man of 
grace being no other than being the Gospel of Christ called in 
the epistle of James the Royal Law. It is in fact the whole cannon 
of scripture rightly divided and works by love. 

Resignation from Trojan Horse 

Memorandum of Agreement 

You have stated that you resigned from Trojan Horse on 16th 
December 2002, but you did not inform me of this resignation 
until January 8th 2003. I do not know why you did not tell me 
sooner as we spoke to each other during that period and you 
were still processing the documentation for the registration of 
Trojan Horse International Christian Ministries with SEC. 

I have spoken al length with Lucas P. Dangatan and we have 
drawn up a Memorandum of agreement so as to work together 
for the furtherance of the Gospel. 

Reason To Not Believe You 

I now have every reason not believe you regarding what you 
now Say or write. I do not have a problem with this and again I 
say unto you “You now the Problem” 

Theft of the ATM Card 

I now believe you were responsible for loss of the ATM Card 
that I sent you at the DOJ Office Library in October 2001 and as 
a result of this over P 96,085.00 was taken by fraudulent means 
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from my personal account. This money was sent to you as a 
trusted person and member of Trojan Horse International Min- 
istries. When I asked you along with Michael and an instruction 
fro Dr. Oliver Tuico, you pastor of SonLight Ministries to report 
the matter to the Police you did not do so. You personally in- 
formed me there was no point in you reporting its loss, as there 
was so much corruption on the DOJ that any one could have the 
card. You stated it could not be found and you refused to report 
the stolen card. I believe you stole it. 

Libel and Oral slander 

The reason why I not do not believe you now are because of 
the lies you have be telling and spreading in the Philippines and 
England regarding my self and family. You have in fact written 
to England spreading gossip, which amounts to deformation of 
character, Libel and oral slander. These Lies were sent to Gordon 
Smith and the Elders at NBPCC. 

I Am Requesting The Proof 

In you letter to m on January 8th you state you can prove all 
you say and have all the evidence at the DOJ. I now require giv- 
ing the Strict Proof of all you have said, written and reported, not 
only to Gordon Smith, Alastair but the Director Ricardo Macala, 
Msgr Helley Barrido and staff at the Chaplaincy in New Bilibid 
Prison. Also the DOJ, The Bureau of Immigration, Dolores A. 
Nava, Mrs. Helen LePeuple, the Elders at NBPCC and the Trojan 
Warriors enlisted in our publication “Trojan Warriors”. 

I have noticed that in the Petition sent to me regarding the 
NBPCC’s withdrawal from any association with Trojan Horse 
International, on December 30th, contained information and 
statement s, which Lucas P. Dangatan was privy to. I now believe 
you gave have taken this information regarding my wife's actions 
in England and my marital difficulties and brought then into an 
open forum. 

Why Do You Ignore Me? 

I have written to you and you now ignore me. Why is this? 
In the Office of the Hon. Undersecretary R. Liwag recently you 
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ignored Benilda and I. Why is this? 

Certification 

In this letter to you I certify you were a trusted member of 
Trojan Horse International and I was very pleased to work with 
you and support you and for that reason I wrote to the Church 
of you family in Canada informed them that we were prepared 
to support you visa application to go and share the good work of 
God in the Churches so Canada. 

Resolution sought 

I will accept an apology from and confession provided you 
are repentant regarding the ATM card theft. I am prepared to 
give you an affidavit of Dissidence to prevent you being prose- 
cuted in law if you will write a letter of confession to me and sent 
a written apology to Dolores A. Nava for the libel and slander 
perpetrated by you.

March 25th 

Benilda introduced us to the neighbour who had a lovely 
double lot for sale Php. 500, 000.00. I felt it was a good propo- 
sition and had ideas for all our futures. Had the idea to ask the 
Chief Overseer to give Michael a testimonial regarding is con- 
duct to support his application for a full time visa application 
and time for a retrial in the Philippine Which means a retrial. 
Worked in Muntinlupa on the Gani Case. Submitted the 6 copies 
of the complaint afhidavit and Documentary evidence at 3.30 pm 
at Muntinlupa City Prosecutor's Office. Got my x ray done for 
the Christian Missionary Association. E-mailed William Poloc 
the good news about Trojan Horse and informed him we would 
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like to go and see him. Saw Lucas and asked him again to see 
Michael and informed him about Gani. He informed me he was 
going to move to Baguio. I was e-mailed tonight that Michael 
had been moved to Building 13 A. and was still drinking. 

I File A Complaint About Isagani Obispo Jr. 

Oral Slander and Libel 

The following affidavit contains the formal complaint made 
against Isagani. It is self-explanatory. This was submitted after 
much patience in seeking the aid of Lucas Dungatan and his el- 
ders to resolve the issue that we had. My Pastor in the UK had 
stated that inless I get letter for Rev. Lucas Dangatan to say things 
had been resoplved between us he woulod not be of any further 
assistance. I sougth the aid of Isagani boss Shirely at the DOJ and 
his former Pastor Oliver Tuico. Dr. Tuico advised me to file the 
complaint. I did so after seeking direction for the Department of 
Justice Legal section.

Complaint- Affidavit 

I, David Clarke, of NBP Reservation PO, Muntinlupa City, 
Philippines, aged 54 years, separated, Hon. Director of Trojan 
Horse International (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated and a British 
subject, after having been duly sworn depose and say: 

That: 

1) Isagani M. Obispo, Jr., (A Bucor RVO No. 0053, DOJ 
Overseer, DOJ Paralegal OIC): Of Solar Urban Homes 1421 
North 1 Balk 4 Lt. 14 Ph. 2 Neptune St. Bamumbong Taas, Calo- 
ocan City, has committed acts of Libel and Oral Slander against 
myself and family. 

2) I first met Isagani when I visited the Philippines, on a 
Christian Mission from England, in August 2001. He became 
a respected member of the Trojan Horse International Team, of 
which I am the Director. Isagani worked along side Lucas P. Dan- 
gatan, the senior pastor of New Bilibid Theological Institute New 
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Bilibid Prison, as co-worker and helper within the Trojan Horse 
Ministry. See Document 01 and 02 

3) Isagani was also a member of the of SonLight Ministries 
situated within New Bilibid Prison and under the eldership of 
Dr. Oliver Tuico. Isagani is a Religious Volunteer at New Bilibid 
Prison and works in the Library at the Department of Justice, 
Manila, Philippines. See Document 011. 

4) Isagani was appointed Head of Paralegal studies for Tro- 
jan Horse International in November but latter with drew from 
that position after one month. 2002. See document 017. 

5) On November 23rd Isagani informed be of “A big prob- 
lem’ to us his words that we have. This was to do with alleged 
misbehaviour within New Bilibid Prison, which he could not ac- 
cept. See Document 014 and 015. 

6) On the same day he texted the Assistant Chaplain Bobby, 
at New Bilibid Prison stating a false report concerning me. He 
stated I was drunkard and having a drinking spree’s within the 
New Bilibid Prison late at night and singing songs with Bucla’s 
and that every body in the prison knew about it. On the same 
day Isagani text William Poloc, our trusted outreach worker in 
Baguio City, and spread the same misinformation. See Diary en- 
try November 23rd. 

7) Between the period 23rd November and March 18th Is- 
agani has repeatedly text wrong information regarding my self 
to the assistant Secretary of Msgr. Helley Barrido the senor head 
person of BUCOR Chaplaincy. This is being done to discredit my 
character. See diary entry March 17th. 

8) On November 25th Isagani informed me that the Incor- 
poration known as Kapatran ng mga ma Kulong na walang Sala 
(KAKUSA), INC. of which I had been invited to be assicated 
with was illegal as its incorporators were all criminals. See Doc- 
ument 024. 

9) Isagani left the SonLight Christian Ministries on the 
16th December and joined NBPCC (New Bilibid Prison Chris- 
tian Church) of which Lucas P. Dangatan a was the senior Pastor. 
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This was due to SonLight Ministries objecting to him working 
with Trojan Horse International. Isagani informed me on the 8th 
January that he had effectively resigned from Trojan Horse on 
December 16th 2002 and this was the first that I had been in- 
formed. See Document 017. 

10) On the 30th December NBPCC (New Bilibid Prison 
Christian Church) filed a Petition of complaint against Trojan 
Horse International and disassociated its self from it. NBPCC 
denied having any knowledge our activities and wanted nothing 
more to do with us. They acted on the reports issued by Ispogani. 
See document outing the revolt by these elders. See Document 
022. 

11) On November 23rd Ispogani informed me that my ap- 
pointment to the Chaplaincy with the ex- PNP was fake. He later 
confirmed this allegation in a letter sent me on January 8th 2003. 
In November he also stated to me that stated Monico Caranay 
the head of the Philippine Prison Mission, was corrupt and I 
must be very careful as to who I worked with. He informed me 
that reason why he knew the appointment to be fake was because 
he had seen a copy of the passes issued by Nick Caranay and they 
still contained his address on them (presumable by mistake as 
had happened due to the copying process and they had not both- 
ered to remove it) Gani said he just laughed about it knowing 
that these Id’s the I.D. were fake. 

12) In November Isagani asked me to write a letter to help 
obtain a visa to visit Canada. 

13) In November Isagani asked me to write a letter to his 
family’s church in Canada requesting a letter of invitation to go 
as a Trojan missionary to Canada. This I did this for him. 

14) I had corresponded with Ispogani via e-mail, letter and 
text during the whole time since September 2001 up until 8th 
January 2003, when he withdrew from the Ministry. Isagani 
joined Lucas P. Dangatan and the NBPCC elders on December 
16th 2002. 

15) On December 26th 2002 Isagani stated to Lucas P. Dan- 
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gatan, the senior pastor of NBPCC, that I had left my wife and 
daughter in England and sold our marital home. He said I had 
done this because I had a Filipino girlfriend and for this reason 
I was not returning to England. As a result of this allegation the 
elders wrote a petition against men used this against me in de- 
rogatory way. See document 022, also Document 018. 

16) On January 4th I was informed by my Church in England 
that they had withdrawn their support from me as a result of 
Gani miss-information. See Document 06. 

17) On the 3rd of January I was informed by Rev, Gordon 
Smith, our ministry Pastor from England e-mailed me to inform 
me that he was withdrawing from the Trojan Horse International 
Ministry due to the alleged miss conduct performed by me as 
reported by Isagani. See Diary entry January 6th. Document 03 

18) On the same day Alastair Sutherland my Personal Assis- 
tant withdrew from the ministry for the same reasons as Ispog- 
ani had made the same evil reports to him in England by letter. 
See Document 05. 

19) On February 4th Isagani visited Dolores A. Nava, who is 
an Incorporator (and Treasurer) of Trojan Horse International 
(TULIP) Phils. Incorporated, at the Wise Mouse Internet Office, 
Muntinlupa City, and informed her that I had left my wife and 
daughter in England. That I had sold my house in England and 
I was not returning to England for that reason. He stated to her 
that I was a bad man. He asked Dolores Nava if he could go to 
her home and tell her more about my bad ways, as I was evil. He 
left his calling card expecting her to call him. On that occasion 
he informed Dolores that Benilda Esguerra the common law 
wife of my brother Michael John Clarke had only married him 
so she could go to England. He stated she would not be going. He 
stated to Dolores that I was a bad man. I had been married twice 
before and had left my first wife and now the second wife also. 
He stated that he pitied my second wife, as she did not deserve to 
be treated the way I had treated her. He stated that I was always 
drunk in New Bilibid Prison and in other places. He stated that 
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if I ever entered into a relationship with her that I would do the 
same to her. He stated I had sold our home in England and was 
in trouble. He stated I would be deported shortly. See diary entry 
March 7th under Slander of Isagani. 

20) Gani wrote to me on January 8th seeking justify himself 
about him writing to England about me behind my back. He 
stated that all he had said was true and he could prove it and the 
news of my alleged miss-conduct and divorce was all over the 
prison (See enclosed letter) Document 017 

21) On the 8th February I issued a Reward offer and had to 
issue an information sheet regarding marital problems to the 
NBPCC Elders and important persons to inform all these people 
of the truth. This was humiliating but necessary to redress the 
balance caused by Gani talk. Document 015. 

22) On December 30th Gani informed Lucas Dangatan that 
the Catholic Church had banned our book “Trojan Warriors” 
and this news was all over the prison. 

23) Ispogani text the secretary of Helley Barrido, who is the 
senior chaplain at NBP, to state that I was a bad man and was 
always drunk in the Prison. 

24) On January 8th Isagani telephoned the Bureau Of Im- 
migration speaking to Miriam Penizales a record officer at the 
Bureau of Immigration and gave her miss information about me 
stating I was a bad man a drunkard and should be deported. As 
a result my Pass Port visa was not issued. See Document 023. 

25) On the January I Lucas P. Dangatan and I drew up a 
memorandum agreement to resolve the difficulties that Isagani 
Obispo had caused due to his slander and misrepresentations. 
See Document 010. Also Document 016. 

26) I sought the aid of the British Embassy, Mr Tampico, to 
recover my Pass Port from the holding o Officer, Miriam Peniza- 
les to whom I had paid P6500 to renew my visa in January. Asa 
result she had not returned my Pass Port and failed to process my 
application for a Visa renewal. As a result of this action I am ex- 
posed to detention by the Bureau of Immigration and Detention 
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and a heavy fine. See document 023. 

Grievance 

1) Isagani has spread evil reports about my appointment 
made by Monaco Caranay who is the Head of the Philippines 
Prison Mission, to Chaplaincey, was fake and stating that Monico 
Caranay was a bad person and not to be trusted. Isagani reported 
this information back to England to Gordon Smith our Mission 
Pastor and Alistair Sutherland my personal assist who believed 
him and as a result they with drew from the Trojan Horse Min- 
istry in January 2003. . This action of Isagani was to discredit my 
appointment as Chaplin to the said organisation. 

2) Asa result of the libel and oral slander of Isagani Obispo 
Trojan Horse International ceased to be and Pst. William Poloc 
our first sent Trojan Warrior in Baguio City was no longer able 
pay him the P6600.00 a month and expenses. 

3) Through Ispogani evil talk and the spreading of wrong 
information, which was not true. My name and mission has been 
very seriously called into question by my church in England who 
wrote to me and withdrew their support from me and my min- 
istry in the Philippines These acted on the reports issued by Isa- 
gani. 

4) Asa result these actions and words of Isagani my full time 
application for a permanent Missionary visa has been with held 
and has seriously put back my application. This application as I 
requires a letter of commendation and support from my home 
church in England stating that I was in good standing and was 
supported by them. They have refused to do this on the strength 
e of Isani’s evil report and wrong words. 

5) As the result of Isagani libel and oral slander it has also 
brought into question the good standing of Trojan Horse In- 
ternational (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated (CN 200306347) as a 
recognised Religious Volunteer Organisation (RVG) and my ap- 
plication for a Extra Ordinary Religious Volunteer (ERV) and 
co-works Religious Volunteer Officer (RVO) and Religious Vol- 
unteer Assistant (RVA) with BUCA into question. 
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6) Prevented me from obtaining a renewed Visa by issued 
untrue statements to Persons at the Bureau of Immigration. 

7) Isagani has also sought to discredit myself to Dolores A. 
Nava, the Internet office manager at Muntinlupa City, who has 
been a great help to me in our mission work 

8) In order to function in a respectable and orderly way I 
had to apply for membership pod a local Christian Church in 
Putatan. See document 08. 

9) Trojan Horse International (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated 
has invested many thousand of pounds (Sterling) on the minis- 
try and Isagani has sought to maliciously discredit all the good 
work already done and proposed as stated our primary and sec- 
ondary objective written into our Article of Incorporation legal 
lodged and registered with the Security and Exchange Commis- 
sion (SEC).

27) In January 2002, Lucas P. Dangatan an associate of Ispo- 
gani promised me in an e-mail that he would register the Trojan 
Horse International Ministry with the Security and Exchange 
Commission (SEC) in the Philippines that month and Php. 51, 
000.00 was sent to Lucas P. Dangatan, to do this. The registration 
was never completed. Isagani was the assistant and legal advisor 
for Lucas P. Dangatan. 

28) In October 2001 I entrusted Isagani take care of 
the finances for Trojan Horse International and be the Treasure. 

29) I sent Isagani my personal ATM card to his office at the 
Department of Justice (DOJ), Metro Manila, in order for mon- 
ey (£600-P51, 000.00) to be drawn to register our ministry with 
SEC. Lucas P. Dangatan, the Head Pastor of New Bilibid Prison 
Theological Institute (NBPTI), asked for this sum. 

30) In October 2001 I sent Isagani Obispo my personal ATM 
card, at his Office at the DOJ Manila, in order for him to draw 
funds to register Trojan Horse International Ministry. 

31) After three week I discovered the card had been used but 
Ispogani reported the card as having not been received and a 
new card was proposed to be sent to him. 

32) During the following two weeks over, Over £950.00 ster- 
ling (1800.00 dollars) was withdrawn from the card, which had 
been stolen. These transactions were in Manila stores. As soon as 
I was informed I stopped the card by instructing my bank it had 
been stolen. 

33) Ispogani refused to report the loss of the card to the DOJ 
or police in spit of requests from me and by Michael J Clarke, my 
brother, and Oliver Tuico, Isa Gani’s Pastor. 

34) Isagani stated to me there was no point as there was so 
much corruption in the DOJ any one could have taken the card. 

35) In January 2002 I sent a cheque for the sum of £600 to 
Lucas P. Dangatan at NBPTI New Bilibid Prison, Muntinlupa 
City. He informed me he did receive the cheque. I sought to put 
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a stop on the cheque but could not do so. Thankfully 3 months 
later the cheque was return to me via the bank having not been 
cashed. 

36) To rectify this problem of getting money to the Philip- 
pines I sent the money directly to his Lucas P. Dangatan account. 

37) In August 2002 William Poloc was released from New 
Bilibid Prison and Trojan Horse International agreed to support 
him on his mission work to Baguio City. We paid him P 6600.00 
per month plus expenses. He was our first sent Trojan Warrior. 

38) A further P 170,000.00 was paid into Lucas P. Dangatan’s 
account, for the ministry of Trojan Horse Ministry in October 
2002. 

39) I transferred a further P 1,275,000.00 to Lucas P Danga- 
tan’s account in October 2002 for the ministries use. 

40) In December 2002 The Trojan Horse International Chris- 
tian Ministry had over a million Pesos lodged with Lucas P. Dan- 
gatan for Ministry use. 

41) In December 2002 I asked Isagani to register our minis- 
try with SEC, in December 2002, as Lucas P. Dangatan had failed 
to do so satisfactory that November. He was pleased to accept the 
job and left his membership of Son Light Ministry to join Lucas 
P. Dangatan. 

42) In December 2002 Isagani drafted the documents to 
register Trojan Horse International with SEC but removed my 
name, and all the British team, as Incorporators from being any 
part of the ministry. This was in spite of my request for him to 
include my name as an Incorporator. He placed only 5 Filipinos 
on the document giving me with no explanation. I do not know 
why he wished to exclude me for the Trojan Horse Ministry SEC 
registration document. He gave no explanation to this action just 
simply said I should check it out with Lucas P. Dangatan. 

43) In December I asked Lucas to return Php. 1.100, 000.00, 
- in fact all the money we had given him into my account. This 
was done on the 13th December 2002. 

44) I appointed Isagani Obispo as the Head of School in Para 
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Legal Matters, a Trojan Warrior Officer in November 2002. 

45) Ispogani accepted the post as paralegal Head of School in 
November but then with drew in December after he left Sonlight 
Ministry to joint NBPCC with Lucas P. Dangatan. See the letter 
of appointment and his acceptance submitted as appendix 02. 

46) On November 25th 2002, Gani stated that he had a “big 
problem” with the ministry of Trojan Horse International be- 
cause it had been reported that I had been seen eating and drink- 
ing wine with sinners in New Bilibid Prison. It was reported that 
I also sang songs with Bucla’ late at night in the Prison. See Dia- 
ry entry October 5th 2002. Isagani informed me this was wrong 
and unacceptable and that his church Sonlight Ministry had re- 
proved him for associating with Trojan Horse International. See 
diary entry for November 23rd. 

Desire For Resolution 

e For Isagani Obispo to respond to me as I have requested 
to him in my letter to him on March 21st 2003 and included in 
the documentary evidence 017. I would like a sworn statement 
or letter of apology from Gani written to Dolores Nava stating 
that he was wrong in what he said. 

e Alternatively any appropriate action, recommended by 
the City fiscal and due sentence according to Law. 

e I would like an investigation in to the ATM card and its 
loss.

If Isagani Obispo Jr. will write the following letter of apology 
then I will write an Affidavit of Dissidence exempting him from 
prosecution.

I Isagani Obispo Jr. do write this letter (and Affidavit) of 
apology to Dolores A Nava to apologize for misinforming her 
about David Clarke and his marital and finical affairs. 

I now realize that I did miss led Dolores Nava concerning the 
information I gave to her about David Clarke. I did however give 
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the information to her believing it to be true and to be helpful to 
her and here family. 

I have seen the documents that confirm that Mrs. LePeuple 
sued David for divorce on the 10th October and petitioned the 
Court to sell their matrimonial Home against Mr. Clarke will 
and permission. 

That I have seen the documents which state clearly it was not 
the desire of Mr. David Clarke for the Divorce but conceded to 
the wish of Mrs. LePeuple believing that this was the best solu- 
tion to their problems.

Further to my request for assistance, my brother Michael 
John Clarke surrendered my Sony video camera to an office at 
NBP in February. The camera was left in the safe keeping of Mi- 
chael after the filming of the occasion with the Valentine event, 
where we was requested to video the event by OIC Reyes of the 
Women’s Correctional Prison. I did this on the understanding 
that we had permission for the appropriate authority. 

As you know we have had permissions for the DOJ and sup- 
port from Director Ricardo Macala for at our other video work 
and CD Videos have been sent to Director Macala and Hon. Sec- 
retary Liwag for viewing. Please see the enclosed permissions 
from the DOJ. 

Also my Cell phone was surrendered to an officer at the con- 
trol gate in February. 

The background to this is that in November 2002 my cell 
phone was deposited at the Armoury but was mistakenly give 
out to a PHP Officer. I was at that time the guest Speaker at that 
first PNP function within the prison. This officer made an afhida- 
vit of loss and I requested help from the Director to recover my 
cell phone. It was recovered thankfully. Later the same month my 
cell phone was deposited at the control desk but the battery was 
swapped for faulty on and of a different manufacture. I reported 
this incident to the Director via Bobat Diaz. 

In order to avoid similar losses I issued a written request to 
the Director Macala in order to allow me to take my cell phone 
in the prison during my ministerial visits, just like other officials. 
Unfortunately I did not receive a reply to my request. On this 
presumption I took my phone, in my neck wallet into the prison 
in February and the officer in question took it from me and gave 
it to the Superintendent. 

When questioned by the offer that asked what I had in my 
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neck wallet I informed him my valuable, money credit cards but 
before I could say my cell phone he took it from me. I surren- 
dered it to him and asked for a receipt but he would not give on 
to me. 

I tried to approach the new Superintendent but it appeared 
he did not recognize Trojan Horse International and said the in- 
cident was under investigation. 

Please can you assist the video camera and me in order to 
have my cell phone return? We need the camera for all out Pris- 
on Ministry work. And I am still awaiting the outcome of the 
investigation.

22nd April 

A Visit To The Reservation Polytechnic 

Visited the Reservation and looked at certain lots for price 
comparison and also called in at the Polytechnic on the NBP 
Reservation. Spoke to a Sheriff Raul Aquino Medina, president 
of the Regional Trial Court. Telephone 527-7829. Cell phone: 
0917 664 66511, of Makati City who showed me his lot which 
was available for 1.5 Million and other for Php. 350,000.00 plus 
Php. 150,000.00 for mortgage land to be redeemed. He also gave 
me the number of his sister who was working in England: Cello- 
phane 0044 2956586931. 

I left a letter or note for the principal Professor ENRICO B 
VIBAR the University Dean of the College of Criminology. Phone 
number 560-14-96. I left a note to say Monico Caranay, Ronaldo 
Lopez and myself had called and that we would call again at a 
more convenient time as he and his staff were having a meeting. 
Lot prices ranged from Php. 350,000.00 to Php. 800,000,00. A 
completed detached lot with building was 1.5million (very nice 
and ideal for our ministry office and function room. 

Called to see Olga Robertson and introduced Ronaldo and 
Monico Caranay to her. She asked questions of Ronaldo and ob- 
jected to his answers relating to why he left his form religious 
connections. He stated he left the organization because he be- 
lieved it was in error in its form of administration and so he re- 
signed as a matter of Conscience. She instructed him not to say 
any more against his/her Christian Associate who was acknowl- 
edged by Ronaldo to be a good man. 

Olga asked about myself and asked what I was doing in the 
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prison and I informed her that the GI Commander Nester Cabi- 
net had offered me space to conduct meetings. 

She asked about Monaco and when he informed her that Red 
Dizon was his assistant she warned him against him by asking a 
question “How long had known Red Dizon” She maintain she 
had known him or of him a long time and told Monico to beware 
of him. 

Ronaldo commented that she did not like him speaking 
about his objections to the administration of their mutual friend 
but her she was putting the knife into the back of Red Dizon. 


April 22nd 

Due to certain remarks and question raised by some is was 
decided to publish the sources of funding for the Trojan Horse 
International ministry in order to remove all speculations as to 
the where abouts of the fund sources..

April 23rd 

Ronaldo L. Lopez, Rev. Monico L. Caranay and I visited the 
British Embassy to submitter their application for their Visa to 
go on our UK tour in June. 

Ronaldo took us into the back entrance and we avoided the 
Que. I was prompted to go directly to the Ambassador him 
Mr. Paul Diamond so we did. We were give special passes after 
showed him the letter I had written in January. We signed the 
visitor's book and noted those who had visited the Ambassadors 
Suite. I noted Gill Westaway had visited earlier that month. 

I introduced the Ambassador to Monico | and Ronaldo and 
informed him of my business. I reminded him of 

I asked him had he received a copy of our book and showed 
him the copy and then informed him of our planned visit to the 
UK on a Trojan Horse Mission. I then outlined our work and 
desire to establish a link between British Jails and Philippine jails 
working with the DOJ and the British counter part. He stated 
that he found it extremely interesting and asked me to write a 
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summery of our work and intentions. This I agreed to do. He 


informed me that Gill Westaway of the British Council whose 
office was at Ourtigus would be the one to talk too about our 
developments and proposals. The meeting was very positive. 

He then assisted us by directing us to the senior Visa official 
Clare and suggested I contact her directly regarding the Visa ap- 
plications. This I did and within a few minutes she came to see 
as the Ambassador has spoken to her asking her to assist. She 
informed me that we needed to return in mid May as then they 
could deal with our application. I was told to furnish the Visa 
clearance clear with all the information I could. We agreed to do 
this and we were then informed the interview will be separate 
and I ad no need to attend. 

We then visited the Christian Mission Association and ob- 
tained the Psyche report and returned later that day to get a pho- 
to copy of my passport and visa status also a note to say that they 
had my passport. 

We then visited the DOJ and spoke to Liwag regarding my 
earlier letter asking for his comments on SEC registration. He 
said he could not advice but rather I would need a lawyer. He di- 
rected me to Attorney Gonzalis to obtain an answer to my letter. 
We then went to the office to obtain other document regarding 
the DOJ replies to my request over the camera and video work 
in the Prison. I wrote a letter to the Attrorny asking to see him 
o as to obtain a letter of recommendation from the Secretary of 
Justice to support our visit to the UK Jails etc. 

Ronaldo then visited Gani at the DOJ Library and he was 
please to see him Gani informed Ronaldo that he expected that I 
would be deported as I had over run my visa. I said that Dolores 
had dug a hole for him but Gani insisted that they could not 
allow me to continue my practice of going to sinners (Buklas) 
singing and drinking wine with them or into bar to preach, This 
he wanted to stop and was the reason why they had withdrawn 
from Trojan Horse International C.M. 
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April 24th 

This was St. Gani’s day and we went to the City Prosecutors 
Office Danilo B. OY, 2nd Assistant City Prosecutor. The case had 
been booked to be heard at 3.30 p.m. Monico Caranay, Dolores, 
Benilda and Ronaldo was present to act as witnesses. 

The case was introduced and commenced with Gani denying 
the charged and giving his own affidavit of response. The Pros- 
ecutor informed me I could proceed to a trial with or without 
my responding to Gani’s submission. I stated that I would rather 
Gani acknowledged the error of his way and give the appropriate 
public apology for his actions and that I could wish this to take 
place rather than the case proceed to a judgement- this was for 
his sake as he had a wife and children and a ministry to support. 
The case was booked for May 2nd 2003. 

Ronaldo asked to see both Gani and I and he gave us both 
advices seeking an out of court memorandum of agreement such 
as I had with Lucas. Gani insisted he was not a liar and told the 
truth and denied all the charges that I had raised against him. 

I then stated that I would be taking the matter to trial as al- 
ready directed, as he was a liar and a dishonourable man. I com- 
mended him to God and warned him unless he repents he will 
have to face the consequences. He had children and family to 
consider. He stated that he would face the consequences. He in- 
sisted he could only tell the truth. I informed him that I pray 
that God would bless him. I left him to speak to Ronaldo and be 
directed by Monico Caranay. 

Conclusion. 

I had seen in Gani a man in his sin taken by deception he be- 
lieved he was in the right. He did not accept that label and slan- 
der was wrong and that he must stop such as I was from speaking 
and mixing with sinners buklas in bars and bear houses as this 
was wrong. My conclusion was that I had witnesses how God 
hardens a man’s heart thus preparing him for judgement. Like 
Pharaoh of old. 

Gani was upset and could not understand why he had been 
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singled out and not Lucas and brought to trial. I stated to Gani 
what was that to him.

A Response From Gordon John Smith 


April 26th 2003 
Dear Ronaldo 


Thank you for informing me of your correspondence with 
Gordon Smith. I would like to respond in the following way, as I 
believe Gordon to be wrong in his assessment of the issues in the 
Philippines and at NBP. 

I am thankful that you have spoken all those persons con- 
cerned and have visited Isagani Obispo Jr., at the Department of 
Justice Library, and Lucas Dangatan at NBPCC, to discuss the 
matters in hand. 

My comments on Gordon’s letter to you regarding his 
opinion of my psychological and mental condition and bro- 
ken marriage are as follows: 

1. [left my house in the hands of a trusted person Mr. Nick 
Nelson when he left for the Philippines on mission work that ap- 
parently has let him down in failing to fulfill his responsibilities 
and manage the house as he agreed to do for special consider- 
ation. He was responsible to me for the management or other- 
wise of my property. 

2. My wife lodged her petition for Divorce on the 10th Oc- 
tober 2002, and her grounds for divorce have no scriptural basis. 
Her actions betray her as an unbeliever and confirm my own 
testimony (at that time) that she is not a Christian. She has never 
born witness to me of her conversion to Christ nor been able to 
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give testimony to it. 

3. My wife called herself Mrs. LePeuple since our separa- 
tion, which commenced on November 4th 1998. 

4. During this time she stated that she had a different God 
to me and she does not believe the Lord sent me to preach the 
gospel in the Philippines. She also maintains that she opposed 
the publication of my book “Converted on LSD Trip” and ridi- 
cules my own testimony of conversion from crime to Christ. 

5. Gordon has spoken to my wife on a number of occasions 
and that prior to her action of suing for divorce he found her 
very manipulative and in fact had recommended that in divorce 
her. That this was his opinion and was acting in his capacity as 
the mission Pastor. Gordon maintained that I had justifiable 
grounds to divorce her and that was his recommendation. 
Gordon used his own case of divorce as an argument to support 
his recommendation. 

6. I informed Gordon that I was against such a divorce at 
first hearing but by December 30th 2002 had concluded that this 
was the best solution to the longstanding battle that we had to- 
gether. I realized that the one person who was an innocent vic- 
tim was his own beloved daughter Rebekah. 

7. Ihave long and protracted correspondence with Mr. LeP- 
euples solicitor regarded my own legitimate access to my daugh- 
ter, as I had been denied this by my estranged wife. The solicitor 
of Mrs. LePeuple commented to the Court Judge that the volume 
of correspondence relating to my desire to have lawful access to 
see his my daughter amounted to over 1000 A4 sheets of paper. 
This only serves to demonstrate that I am a very sincere person 
and this testimony fits the picture and assessment of the psycho- 
logical test, which I voluntary under went. 

8. Iwas granted a psychological and medical report, after a 
full medical in the Philippines in April of this year. This assess- 
ment was made as the result of my application for a missionary 
visa working in the Philippines. This report confirms as a second 
testimony to my medial condition that I am of a sound mind. I 
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have also had I have medical report from my own former consul- 


tant in Fareham Hampshire. Which confirms my own testimony 
that whatever medial aliment I had had was in the past and my 
testimony is that the lord is my healer. 

9. Alistair wrote to me in November expressing his views 
about the mission and his desire regarding the Redeemer. In this 
letter Alistair betrays his own ignorance and I have answered his 
letter. Both Alistair and Gordon withdrew from the ministry of 
Trojan Horse in January 2003. 

10. At a preliminary hearing before the City Prosecutor 
Gani produce a letter for Gordon who had expressed his views 
regarding my mental condition and I would like to say that Gor- 
don is not qualified to make such judgments and he is wrong. In 
this letter Gordon had asked Isagani to ask some senior official 
to speak to me. I had no knowledge of the letter of Gordon so 
it was done in secret however I have produced the medical evi- 
dence form official source that I am of a sound mind. I maintain 
that is Gordon who needs help in his reason. Gordon expressed 
that Gani was the best person to do this, and that Gordon felt I 
needed to sort my self out. 

11. In Gordon's previous e-mails he had expressed that he 
did not understand my e-mails to him and in his opinion they 
were quite bazaar and not at all making any sense. I am not re- 
sponsible for Gordon's inability to comprehend issues. He should 
have requested further information instead he stopped commu- 
nicating with me for some unknown reason. He seemed evasive 
and I thought it might have because he owed Michael money for 
Gordons hospital bill in the Philippines. 

12. I had good reason to stay in the Philippines, as my mis- 
sion was not at that time complete. I had been directed, by the 
Lord to fulfil a ministry which Lucas P. Dangatan fail to assist me 
in. A work, which he had promised to do earlier that year. Gor- 
don will be aware that I had given Lucas Dangatan £600.00 (To 
Filipino it would be like receiving £6000.00), to register Trojan 
Horse International in January 2002 but he failed to do this and 
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still has the money. This work I completed by the registration of 
Trojan Horse International (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated on the 
24th March 2003. 

13. I believe that Gordon and Alistair forsook me and were 
deceived by Satan through the bewitchment of Isagani Obispo. 

14. I believe that my former Wife, who goes by the name of 
Mrs. LePeuple, is behind the speading of rumours concerning a 
clinical diagnosis of dyslexia and manic depression-a syndrome 
in order to case me in a bad light. These are words of an un- 
skilled, unqualified medical person. 

15. My wife is only a psychiatric nurse and as such is un- 
qualified to make such a diagnose. The medical reports I have 
shown confirm my testimony these are reliable factual evidence 
and speaks against such people who did the same about our Lord 
Jesus Christ said he was mad and had devils and was besides 
himself. He also eat and drank wine with publicans and sinners 
contrary to the elders traditions. 

Conclusion 

It is my conclusion that Gordon and Alistair bought back an 
evil report to the UK after only a brief spell in the Philippines. 
This is their shame. That they and were influence by Gani and 
Lucas Dangatan, who had a different adjenda to the Trojan Horse 
International (TULIP) Phils. Incorporation. Gordon and Alistair 
dishonour me by acting behind my back without speaking to me 
about there misgivings. They have colluded together and made 
evil reports concerning me to my church and others. This in ef- 
fect was to pull down and destroy the good work, which has now 
been established by the Lord in the Philippines. A will be born 
out by our visitors Rev. Monico Caranay and Pst. Ronaldo Lopez 
during their imminent visit to the UK. 

I feel Gordon and Alistair should be prepared to express their 
views before me and my judge and that they really aught to be 
prepared for their testimony to be examined.

My Prayer is that I will be able to visit you again this year, 
to do so I will need a letter of invitation for one of the groups or 
churches so if you could deal with this I would be grateful for I 
believe we should continue the good work of the Lord and en- 
courage other churches her to help and you dear brethren with 
the wonderful work you are doing and encourage the saints as 
the dear apostle Paul would say.

c. As the former secretary of the Trojan Horse Ministry 
International where David Clarke is a Director, I had 
the moral duty and responsibility to report the conduct 
of David Clarke. Not only me but Ptr. Lucas Dangatan, 
his President wrote reports to Rev. Gordon Smith and 
Alistair but it was surprising that David Clarke filed a

Outline of the Ministry of Professor Ronaldo L. Lopez 

I am Professor Ronaldo L. Lopez a Particular (Primitive) 
Baptist Minister and Pastor of a local church in Putatan, Muntin- 
lupa City. I was called by grace in November 1983 and I have 
been in this ministry for over 20 years. I am also a licensed min- 
ister able to conduct weddings and other legal functions. During 
this time I worked amongst many Christian ministries including 
Full Gospel, Evangelical, and Charismatic and was ordained a 
Baptist Minister in 2001.

News from the Philippines 

“Converted on LSD Trip” may an unusual caption us to at- 
tract the attention of the public media and also horrify the re- 
ligious minded. However this was the Headline news story for 
“The Bucks Herald”, on 11th February 1971. The was Ayles- 
bury’s local weekly newspaper Market. Never the less the story 
was a true remarkable reality and the challenge of Col. Tetley, 
the chairman of the Board of Magistrates, who sentence David 
Clarke after a confession to more then 21 crimes after a three 
year career of theft, crime and drug taking, has been met with a 
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remarkable response. 


A Challenge From The Magistrates 

Col. Tetley, summarized his conclusions before sentencing 
David Clarke, by stating that “ the proof and sincerity of Clarke's 
conversion (from crime to Christ) which according to the Ayles- 
bury Magistrates “ “quite the worst we have had ever had to deal 
over such a short period of time” and could only be demon- 
strated by the test of time. This time has come and David Clarke, 
now 54 years old, and some 33 years later is returned from the 
Philippines, on a mission to help the youth, criminals and prison 
societies in the UK, with a team of devoted Filipino Christian 
Pastors and Prison Religious Volunteers this July. 

Mission to the United Kingdom 

The planned to visit the U.K. will involve visits to Manches- 
ter, Aylesbury, Portsmouth, Bedford, Isle of Wight and Northern 
Ireland jails and other venues. The content of their message will 
be to convey the same principles of those being promulgated on 
the Jails, Police and Military establishment personnel, through 
out the Philippines. Which is the Moral Value recovery Program, 
which is an initiative of the Macapagal Government. The team 
consists of: 

The team members: 

1 Rev. Monico L. Caranay, Chief Chaplain, National Direc- 
tor, PNP VFFII, Philippines Prison Mission, Quezon City Camp 
Crame. Director of Rehabilitation Trojan Horse International 
(TULIP) Phils. Incorporated. Also the Consultant for Mala- 
canang Palace for Prison Affairs. 

2 Pastor Ronaldo L. Lopez, Ordained Elder of Primitive 
(Particular, Old School) Baptist Church, Muntinlupa. Also the 
Director of Social Welfare and Development, Trojan Horse In- 
ternational (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated. 

3 David Clarke, Hon. Director and Chairman, Trojan 
Horse International (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated. 

First Mission to the Philippines 

It was to New Bilibid Prison Philippines, the largest and most 
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notorious Prison in the Far East, that David had been directed 
after the publication of his first book “Converted on LSD Trip”, 
on the 11th February 2001. 

This book contained the story of David's earlier conversion 
from a life of crime, drugs and sex, to Christ, on the 16th Janu- 
ary 1970 and also the story of Michael John Clarke David's older 
brother who too was converted to Christ and was baptized, as a 
Christian, in an old oil drum, New Bilibid Prison, on the 16th 
September 2000. This was some 30 years after David conversion. 

This book an autobiography of David raised the eyebrows 
of the religious minded and brought undue criticism and objec- 
tions in England, basically because it was too true to life. 

In August 2001 David set out on this mission, together with 
Pastor Gordon Smith, from Wimbourne, Dorsett, to the Philip- 
pines in order to help Michael, who was languishing in a Philip- 
pine Jail, having been sentence to a 16-year sentence for a crime 
that he never committed. The story of this mission was told in 
The News Portsmouth on 12th August 2000 under the caption: 
“T pray that I may save my criminal brother”. 

On arrival at New Bilibid Prison in August 2001, David and 
Gordon were so moved with wonder and amazement at the re- 
markable work of God being done by inmate pastors, who like 
David over 30 years ago, had too been converted from serious 
crimes to Christ. These reformed men were working to help 
other inmates, who were some of the most notorious criminals 
in the Philippines. Their crimes covering the whole range from 
Murder, drug, dealing, gun running, homicide rape, Kidnapping 
for random and corruption of every kind. Over 1200 men were 
in fact on Death Row awaiting execution, where the Death Pen- 
alty is carried out by Lethal Injection. 


Second Mission To The Philippines 

David returned to the Philippines, with a team of 6 volun- 
tary co-workers, from the United Kingdom, in October 2002, for 
a preaching tour of New Bilibid Prison, Baguio City, and Ben- 
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guet Provincial jails. New Bilibid Prison is the most notorious 


National Penitentiary in the Philippines and the largest in South 
Asia. 

This was the second Mission to the Philippines 2002. Trojan 
Horse International Christian Ministries and Rev. Lucas Danga- 
tan the senior Pastor of NBPTI, a former convict of New Bilibid 
Prison, was commissioned to register the ministry with the Phil- 
ippine authorities in January 2001. 

On the 15th of October, the second publication of David en- 
titled, “Trojan Warriors” was released and distributed to every 
man who had contributed their stories to the book. This book 
contained over 66 life-giving testimonies of men in New Bilibid 
Prison, who had turned from crime to Christ. This book was the 
result of a years work and involved Michael Clarke and Rev. Lu- 
cas P. Dangatan, the senior pastor of NBP Theological Institute, 
within the Maximum Security Compound of New Bilibid Pris- 
on, working continuously to fulfil a promise to return with the 
published book. 


Mission Ended In Rebellion 

The mission ended in a rebellion on December 30th 2002 af- 
ter which Gordon Smith and Alistair Sutherland withdrew their 
support from Trojan Horse International CM, as the direct result 
of evil reports emanating from within the prison. Many men, 
in fact over 50 men (convicted notorious criminals) rose ups 
against David and launched a petition speaking against David 
and the Trojan Horses International C.M. 

Mixing With Sinners, Eating And Drinking Wine 

Was The Sin 

The issue of contention was that David eat and drank wine 
with sinners and Bakla (Homo sexual- lady boys) and sang 
songs with them in the prison. The religious and so-called Born 
Again Christians opposed this practice. How ever is was Isagani 
Obispo Jr., a zealous man who took it upon himself to put a stop 
to this practice and systematically went about to defame David's 
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Character. It was due to this man, and Isagani’ s religious zeal, in 
seeking to put a stop to David’s practice of mixing with sinners 
that he spread stories, which were not true about David. 

Effects Of The Evil Reports 

As a result William Poloc’s financial support came to an end 
in January 2003, as the ministry was unable to continue to pro- 
vide the funds necessary to support him and his wife. 

The sad practice of spread evil reports by text phones within 
and out of the prison noised by men like Gani had caused this 
sad failure. In order to protect others from Gani’s evil tongue 
David prosecuted Gani on a charge of Libel and Oral Slander 
and he appeared before the City Prosecutor on the 24th of April 
to answer charges Libel and Oral Slander. A that he denied. The 
case is ongoing and Gani must appear before the City Prosecutor 
on the 14th of May for the second hearing. 

Asa direct result of these actions of Gani and the gossip which 
he spread much good has arisen, even though David's Church in 
Portsmouth, “The Christian Gospel Church’, along with Pastor 
Gordon Smith and Alistair Sutherland with drew their support 
from David, in January 2003, leaving him alone to finish of the 
work they had been commissioned by the Lord to fulfil. 

New Publication 

As the result of all this evil it prompted David to release his 
unpublished Book the Bierton Crisis 1984, a book describing in 
details his reasons for his succession from the Strict and Par- 
ticular Baptist Church, Bierton, Aylesbury in 1984. In this book 
David demonstrates Calvinist may fall down when they fall from 
grace. A term used by the Apostle Paul in order to describe the 
failure of men who turn from the way of grace to perfection by 
works of one form or another. They believe men attain to perfec- 
tion by works according to some form of law and not by Faith 
alone in the finished work of Christ. They touch not, taste not, 
and abstain from many things, believing this recommends them 
selves to the Lord. 

Registration of the Ministry 
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As the result of this opposition the Director with the help of 


a local Particular Baptist pastor successfully register the ministry 
of Trojan Horse International with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission in the Philippines under the title “Trojan Horse In- 
ternational (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated. This is a ministry es- 
tablished to assist the poor and needy prisoners within the Pris- 
on system of the Philippines. 

Trojan Horse Objectives 

This ministry seeks to assist and empower local people to 
fulfill their desires by means of spiritual and educational sup- 
port. livelihood projects and social developments. ‘This being re- 
alized by encouraging and supporting the local Primitive Baptist 
church groups. It has been noted that a converted criminal after 
serving a life time of imprisonment need the support of a Chris- 
tian community to assist in on going rehabilitation program. 

Sponsorship for Trojan Horse International (TULIP) Phils 
Incorporated 

This ministry has attracted much support and sponsorship. 
Power Mac Computers, Makati City, have assisted with the do- 
nations of its clients Macintosh Computers to the proposed Tro- 
jan Horse International Computer Laboratory Education Unit, 
within the Maximum Compound of New Bilibid Prison. This 
being designed to teaches the art of Information Technology to 
equip them for life in the free society upon their release. 

Permanent Missionary Visa Status for David 

A further success is the successful application of David to se- 
cure a full time Missionary visa status to work in the Philippines 
on a permanent basis and has lead to the proposed mission to the 
United Kingdom with a team of dedicated men assisting David 
in his work of reform and assistance to any inmate within the 
Prisons of the Philippines. 

Foundation Formation Values International 

During David's contentions within New Bilibid Prison reli- 
gious groups, he learned of a Philippine Government initiation, 
which sought to reach out to man, working in the Military Ser- 
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vices and Police force. This was a moral recovery program whos 
values were the very values shared by the Trojan Horse Inter- 
national (TULIP) Phils Incorporation, of which David was the 
founding Director and Chairman. These values he had learned 
through his study of the bible as his pursuit as a Christian. David 
had come to the Philippines to help teach prison inmates the way 
of salvation. David was invited to be a Chaplain for the VFFIL. 

David’s high-lights of the Mission 

David greatest delight was the honour of baptizing a lady in 
Baguio City, in a water filled oil drum, upon her confession of 
faith in Christ. Her mother Josephine Ortes, of Cypress, Bagu- 
io City, had been the first woman to be sentenced to death in 
Baguio. Her family had been massacred in Cypress but she too 
becomes a Christian, which prevented her taking revenge. She 
was formerly a gunrunner, drug dealer. One of the men, from 
Baguio City, who had been responsible for the massacre of her 
family, is an inmate of New Bilibid Prison. He too had become a 
Christian his testimony of conversion from crime to Christ is on 
of the many recorded in book, “Trojan Warriors’. 

New Publication 

The whole of these episodes have been recorded and pub- 
lished in the Daily Diary of our Mission to the Philippines Oc- 
tober 2nd to March 24th 2003. This diary has been submitted 
evidence to prosecute Gani and is available from the Mission by 
order from the Ministry Office. 

Corporation in England 

During the mission trip to the United Kingdom David wish- 
es to form a similar corporation which will be registered and es- 
tablished in Portsmouth under the original name Trojan Horse 
International CM U.K. whose purpose is to do similar work in 
the United Kingdom within the jails and amongst the youth of 
Great Britain. Involving the various outs reach ministry already 
operating and run by men of evangelical persuasions. 

Return to Aylesbury 

David's return to Aylesbury, after 33 years, with the message 
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that turned him from a life of crime in the 60’s is the same mes- 


sage, which is spoken to the men of New Bilibid Prison. 

David is returning with two Philippine Pastors with a posi- 
tive message of hope o help the wayward and aimless direction of 
young and old people in Aylesbury. It is the message that has re- 
sulted in the conversion of many criminals from crime to Christ. 
David Believes his message of salvation by Christ alone is as per- 
tinent today as it was from the beginning. “it is the power of God 
unto salvation to them that believe” 

So the time elapsed since David's conversion is according to 
David sufficient to prove his sincerity. 

Bierton Strict Baptist Chapel 

David was a former member of the Bierton Strict Baptist 
Chapel which was closed down four years ago, but David's has 
plans to re open the Chapel, in order to continue the work he 
believes the Lord called him to over 33 years ago, on the 16th 
January 1970.

Jose Bangcado and get back on 
track. I can help you and pray for you. We are serving the lord 
not our selves. It is his Ministry not our own. 

You and Poloc may come to the UK 

When you are recovered from you sin then I hope for an- 
other trip to the UK and you would be with us. You will then be 
able to sharing and assist all your men at NBPCC and we hope 
William Poloc, at Baguio and Benguet Jails.

Thank you for informing me of your decision to withdraw 
from Trojan Horse and for giving me your reasons. In do hope 
that you have made this decision in the fear of the Lord and for 
His glory. I say this for I fear for you, as I have reason to believe 
that it may be for other reasons of which I will share with you in 
a moment. 

You say the reason why you are acting is because of 1 Timo- 
thy Chapter 3 and that you use this passage of scripture to con- 
firm your actions and opinions of me without stating what this 
has to do with me. What has this passage of scripture to do with 
me? Is a straightforward question? Please answer my question? 
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e First, please, in order to instruct me, and to be fair to 
your accusations state what this passage has got to do with me 
and the ministry or mission of Trojan Horse International and 
your withdrawal. You have not said or explained or been specific 
at all. 

e The second thing that I would like you to explain is, what 
allegations are you referring to? I have heard many rumors about 
me and I would like to remind you that they spoke evil of Jesus 
saying that he had a devil, and said that he did the miracles by 
the power of Beelzebub, the prince of demons. I am asking you 
were these allegations true about Jesus? We know they were not 
but put forward by the enemies of Jesus who were moved out 
of jealousy and Satan provoked them.

e I have a Petition, written against me personally, my 
brother and Trojan Horse International, which contains very se- 
rious allegations.

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We were waiting for you at my office inside the prison but 
you did not appear.

I went to Neola’s place (The half-way home)and deemed 
it good to call you from there so that we could talk but I was 
shocked to be informed that you are BANNED to enter that 
compound. I was told that it’s because of your unethical and 
unchristian attitude you displayed to Mom Zelma a lovely and 
kindhearted missionary here in the Philippines who founded a 
school and an orphange. She's also a Head Minister of several 
Pastors scattered all over Luzon. 

I can add that if only some people from UK come here to 
investigate, they will find out that you do not have a ministry 
here inside prison. You are just forcing yourself to ride on some 
ministries. They will find out that you do not have any ministry. 
There is no such thing as Trojan Horse Rehabilitation Program 
directed by Pastor Lopez nor Social Welfare and Development 
directed by Pastor Caranay. Your Trojan Horse (TULIP) Minis- 
try is only a name. 

Pastor Lopez sent a text message that he denied your applica- 
tion for membership in their Particular Baptist Church because 
you have “a case with a woman”. I don't know what he meant by 
that but the truth is you are not qualified.

Thank you for informing me of your decision to withdraw 
from Trojan Horse and for giving me your reasons. In do hope 
that you have made this decision in the fear of the Lord and for 
His glory. I say this for I fear for you, as I have reason to believe 
that it may be for other reasons of which I will share with you in 
a moment. 

You say the reason why you are acting is because of 1 Timo- 
thy Chapter 3 and that you use this passage of scripture to con- 
firm your actions and opinions of me without stating what this 
has to do with me. 

What has this passage of scripture to do with me? Is a straight- 
forward question? Please answer my question? 

First, please, in order to instruct me, and to be fair to your 
accusations state what this passage has got to do with me and 
the ministry or mission of Trojan Horse International and your 
withdrawal. You have not said or explained or been specific at all. 

The second thing that I would like you to explain is, what 
allegations are you referring to? I have heard many rumors about 
me and I would like to remind you that they spoke evil of Jesus 
saying that he had a devil, and said that he did the miracles by the 
power of Beelzebub, the prince of demons. 

I am asking you were these allegations true about Jesus? We 
know they were not but put forward by the enemies of Jesus who 
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were moved out of jealousy and Satan provoked them. 

Do you thinks this could happen today? 

I have a Petition, written against me personally, my brother 
and Trojan Horse International, which contains very serious al- 
legations. None of which have been proven as fact, in any Chris- 
tian assembly of public court of law.

Some 
of them had submitted their testimonies and I had published 
them in our book “Trojan Warriors”. 

I have just heard from Lucas himself that it was he who first 
published this matter abroad, that it was he that that gave the 
order to his men (Elders) at NBPCC to issue the Petition on the 
30th December 2002 against me. This has come as a surprise to 
me. As this is a matter that he has only just acknowledged, in 
spit of the Memorandum of Agreement that we jointly signed on 
the 25th January 2003. This was to continue to work separately 
within the Prison, in love and to do all things according to the 
scripture to promote peace. It has taken 6 months for this con- 
fession of Lucas. 

You judge if Lucas has fulfilled his promises to me I not- 
ed that your name was not amongst the list of men who were 
withdrawals neither was Lucas Dangatan, Isagani Obispo, many 
other Trojan Warriors, which submitted their testimonies to be 
published, to glory our Lord Jesus Christ. 

When I heard from my church in England in January 2002, 
that ALL 66 Trojan Warriors had withdrew their testimonies 
from our book. I wonder who gave them this misinformation. 
I knew it to be untrue so do you. This was because; your Lucas, 
Isagani and many others had not signed the petition. 

Instead the Petition is just a collection of convicted crimi- 
nals, from New Bilibid Prison Maximum Compound, men who 
were gathered according to Lucas at his command, from various 
parts of the Prison, and would die to defend him.

Tam thankful that you were proud to acknowledge the desig- 
nation as being the First Outreach Office by Trojan Horse, to be 
sent out from New Bilibid Prison, back to his own City to declare 
all that the Lord had done for him. 

Lucas appears to deny this as a fact. Might I add also, for the 
record, that: 

1. I understood you were sent out by the Trojan Horse In- 
ternational, Teacher Training College, based at NBPTI, New Bili- 
bid Prison, of whom Lucas P. Dangatan was the first President 
and that I was founding Hon. Director. 

2. That It was acknowledged, by you all that I was directing 
all things from the United Kingdom, based at 11 Hayling Close. 

3. This I was in my capacity of the Director and that I 
brought a team of Christian people form the United Kingdom in 
October 2002, to minister and share the Word of God, to many 
in New Bilibid Prison, Baguio City Jail, and Benguet Provincial 
Jail.

That you Filipino Pastors were very pleased with my dealing with 
the issue but some of the UK team was not happy about the de- 
cision I had made.

I am simply asking you to act according to the scripture and 
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our memorandum of agreement, which we both signed on the 
25th January. You have an original and so do I. You state to me 
any thing that I have added and show me the document and I 
will show you what you signed in the presence of a witness. I 
have added nothing as you falsely accuse me of. You prove what 
you say. I have to prove nothing. 

I maintain that your elders charge me personally and the 
ministry with things which are not true. 

I am not talking about my brother as you know he is not me 
who was under you care as his pastor at NBPTI. You had worked 
with him for over two years on the project. You actually know 
him in that capacity better than I. You have the biblical privi- 
lege to answer any charge that regulated by Christian principles, 
which you have against me. You have the duty of proof not me. 

You are required to hear no charge against me unless by two 
of three witnesses. There has been no case trial of Christian men, 
no court no hearing where I have been present. No witnesses 
have given any evidence against me in my presence and I have 
not been able cross-examine such accusers. 

Evidence is not hearsay, or gossip or rumors or lies, or fab- 
ricated charges with not factual evidence. This I require you to 
produce or withdraw you charges. Otherwise it is Libel and can 
be tried in the Philippine Criminal Court, as you know.

Julian Edwin had informed her that the computer 
could be collected at any time. So that afternoon was the time. 

Benilda went to gate one but the runner could not find Mi- 
chael. 

Nick Caranay appeared on the scene by chance so we were 
able to text Edwin.

Edwin was text informing him that no computer no money. 

Michael could not be found so Benilda went home on the 
Jeepney with the Php. 28,000.00.

Benilda did not arrive in the morning (Thursday) but went 
straight to the prison.

Edwin called David that night and asked where the Php.

Bus number was 
267, Green Star. This was at 8.00 pm in the evening. 

On Friday I was sent a bad text messages from Edwin but I 
did not answer.

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from entering the prison, come see me. I can help provided that 
you repent from spreading lies against me and seek forgiveness 
from our Loving Father. Come to your senses now. And don't 
ever believe that we will retract what we reported.

It will always remain that the reason why 
you collapsed is you. Not any others. I just wonder what makes 
you believe that you are right while all the people are saying you 
are wrong.

Benilda did not arrive in the morning (Thursday) but went 
straight to the prison. Here she refused to give Michael the mon- 
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ey, as there was no computer. This was David's instruction. They 
did not know Benilda had the money on her. 

Benilda saw Michael and I asked for the computer. He said 
he wants to know the address of the internet shop of Dolores so 
the computer could be delivered there. Benilda did not know 
the exact address but asked where was the computer. He said he 
would deliver the computer to David at the shop. Benilda had the 
money but only gave Michael Php 2000 as this was the agree- 
ment with David. No computer no money. 

Edwin called David that night and asked where the Php. 
28,000.00 was and he informed him that Benilda had the money. 
He was annoyed . 

Michael then Text of phone Benilda and said Fuck you Nil- 
da. 

Edwin Julian called me and said why did you not give the 
money to Michael. He was angry. 

David said I must not give it up until the computer is deliv- 
ered- any money. 

The follow day he text me bad things. Ama said I was a pros- 
titute. Iam only taking Michael's money. 

I returned home on the bus from Alabang to Laguna. 

On the bus I sleep with my bag and the money was inside. 
When I awoke my case was gone with my Id’ express terminal 
card, wallet and the money (Php. 26,000.00) and _ the keys for 
the apartment and umbrella. My Express teller card and my Ear- 
rings. 

I than talked to the driver when I awake. The bus was still 
going. The driver he said he did not know who had taken the bag. 
I asked if he would allow me to pay you in Laguna? This area was 
Losbanios. 

I went home and the drive said he would talk to the inspector 
of the bus. I gave him my cell phone number. Bus number was 
267, Green Star. This was at 8.00 pm in the evening. 

On Friday I was sent a bad text messages from Edwin but I 
did not answer. 
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On Saturday I was at home and my daughter Sheena is very 
sick. The baby had a slow heartbeat and she cannot breath. 

The People who loaned me the money for my apartment 
(Php. 60.000.00) Rolando Paran is going to Canada with all the 
family at the end of the month to live. 

I would like to redeem the land title as soon as possible. 

An attorney can deal with these affairs the same attaint as 
who did the papers before. Attorney Quidyan. 

I came to see David on Sunday Morning and shared the 
whole thing with him.

Now, you try to fool me by sending me a message you and 
made it appear that it came from a certain James Watt of the Brit- 
ish Embassy. You forgot that e-mail messages records not only 
where it is sent but also who sent it. That did not come from him. 
It came from you. That’s what you did with the message you sent 
to Peter Jacobs. You made it appear that it came from Caranay, 
but the truth was that e-mail message came from you! Nobody 
believes that that message came from Caranay. You just used Ca- 
ranay to fool people. 

David, please stop doing such nasty tricks. You're disgracing 
the name of Jesus Christ that you claimed to be serving. Doing 
that, you are not serving Jesus Christ but yourself and the Devil. 

Re: the Memorandum of Agreement that you are claiming to 
be the standard of dealing with you, I have two copies: one with 
FIVE conditions without my signature, and another one with 
THREE conditions with my signature affixed on it. I will give 
you copies if you want. I don’t understand why you can do such 
things and then deny head on. I hope the only reason is because 
you are sufferign with “dyslexia” (I’m not so sure if that’s the cor- 
rect word) as told to me by your Michael your brother, your wife, 
Helen, Gordon, and Alistair. Because if so, that’s better than if 
youre really lying. Liars go to hell, you must always remeber that. 
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I shared with Msgr. Barrido, the Chief Chaplain of ourplan to 
file petition against you because of the lies you said about me 
and those who signed the withdrawal. He said that we will make 
petition and submit it to them. 

You are branded fool! Because you are promising to bring 
to UK almost every person that you meet. You told that to me, 
Msgr. Barrido, his secretary, Laila, to Asst. Director Arciaga, to 
Poloc, to the prison guards, and so on and so forth. Now you are 
trying to impress me that you have a contact with James Watt (I 
wont erase the e-mail message you sent me, my question is, why 
me alone? Why did you not send to the others?) Pastor Lopez 
said that: “Tyak d makarating sa UK dahil may record na sya 
sa embassy. Naimbistigahan ko na yan...” (It is sure we can not 
go to UK because he (David) has a record at the embassy. I was 
able to investigate that.) If that’s true, then stop fooling people 
by promising them travel to U.K. That’s not the way to convert 
people to Christ! 

I don’t mean you to go home in UK. You can stay here as 
long as you want. The reason, why I told you to go back to UK is 
because you do not have influence here especially in prison. You 
can’t win a single soul in prison. Thus your prolonged stay here is 
just a waste of time and money. Don't tell me that I need to prove 
that again in a court. You know that yourself. Again, what the 
people you are trying to convince that you are false accused, will 
only have to do to prove what I’m saying is true is to come here 
andinvestigate themselves. You never challenged them to do that 
because you are afraid to be discovered! 

Tell me where to meet you. I will hand you the two different 
copies of Memoramdum of Agreement. Both came from your 
printer.

Dear Lucas 
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Of course you do not have to answer my questions, if you 
do not want too but I believe it is courteous to respond. As you 
ordered a petition against me, in my absence, and you tried me 
in my absent. This is not Christian practice. 

Of course I sent you the e-mail from James Watt, as my 
name was on the e-mail to you, as you have observed. I wanted 
to remind you that there are many people that will have to be 
informed about our work in the Philippines on my return to the 
UK. It would be a shame if you do not put the matter right with 
me before I return, as I will be reporting the whole matter as it is. 
I name people as does the scripture. 

The Issues involved 

I simple want to deal with the issues involved. I deny all the 
charges that you raised against me in NBP petition on the 30 
December 2002. 

I do not speak for my brother, as you must deal with him or 
he with you whichever way you like. 

With reference to the new charges of lies 

I have not lied to you at all regarding the estimated One Mil- 
lions sales of Trojan Warriors 

Now regarding William Poloc, the first outreach officer of 
Trojan Horse, in Baguio. As you know, I was with William on 
Friday last week and at Baguio Jail with the Warden and the 
inmates. We spoke clearly about the problems and agreed with 
his wife to work together in Christian charity. This is what I de- 
sire for you. You may not be aware that Trojan Horse supported 
William since leaving prison in August by an allowance of appox. 
Php. 8000.00 per month from August 15th to January 2003. 

I do not know why you have mentioned Mama Zelmaa. I un- 
derstand she is the missionary that supports you. Is that right? I 
have written to her in private and I expect she will respond to me 
in an appropriate way, if she will follow the scriptures. . Neola has 
replied to my e-mail, as you know, informing me that I have not 
been banned officially. So you were wrong. 

With reference to the Teacher Training College and Book 
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sales 

I acted upon the e-mails you sent to me through out the 
whole of 2001 and 2002. You informed me that you were the se- 
nior Pastor of NBPTI and had many men wishing to be involved 
with Trojan Horse International. I gave assistance to you for over 
a year working together. You sent me over 17 photos of teachers 
and trainer enlisted as members of the School/College. I did not 
invent these men. 

It was you who wrote to me to inform me that you were 
changing from a school to a college. I have all the e-mails. 

On this basis Gordon Alistair and I believed you and acted. 
We acted under this impression that you wanted your Men to be 
supported and helped by Trojan Horse International CM. You 
received money by bank transfer for 120 pounds Sterling 600 
pounds sterling and over 1.5 million pesos from Trojan Horse 
International CM Bank, in England. You knew Trojan Horse 
existed and you knew Gordon and Alistair and the team from 
England were real people. It is foolish to deny this. 

The Book Sales 

You were the senior Pastor at the NBPTI and Michael was 
your student, and co-worker in the Trojan Horse Mission to the 
Philippines. In that capacity you supervised all that Michael did. 
It was you who sent me the book cover, the Fore ward by Macal 
and Hon Secretary Jose Calida. I trusted you in every thing. 

Which means you must bare responsibility for any misin- 
form that you communicated to me. I acted in good faith as I 
always do. 

Why No Registration 

I was very disappointed with you when I arrived in the Phil- 
ippines to find you had not registered the Trojan Horse Interna- 
tional CM. You had promised that it would be done by January 
2002. And you received the £ 600 (Php. 52,000.00) in payment. 
As you know I had to take up the pieces and do it my self in the 
end. I thank God it has been done and am still here to resolve the 
remaining issues with you. 
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My Diary 

Is a legal document, as it is lodged with the Muntinlupa City 
Hall,at Fiscals Office, and if you can find any lie in that you have 
the right to clearly show it if you chose and I be prosecuted ac- 
cording to the Philippine Republic for being a false witness. I 
am not a false witness. This is what I charge your alleged witness 
with of they have done so intentional to destroy me and the min- 
istry that I have in the prisons and the Philippine people. 

Ministry 

I have never claimed to have a MINISTRY within NBP. I just 
minister (serve) to those in need and these are many. 

I am not like you, having men under me and at my com- 
mand, but I serve others and am a co worked with other Chris- 
tians workers. 

Bishop Monaco Caranay is a MINISTER like you but that is 
not what I have been called to do. 

My Christian ministry is to serve and help others in their 
ministry just like I did you and William. I am always available 
to all who asked for help. I help in both in deed and in finance. 

In this capacity I have 8 Co Christian workers in the Phil- 
ippines working in the Jails and in the free Society. Many have 
received financial aid from the Trojan Horse International (TU- 
LIP) Phils. Incorporated, as can be checked out at the end of the 
financial year when the accounts show will be publicly available 
upon request. 

Lucas please before you rush in with accusations, please only 
speak about what you know your self. Do not listen to rumors 
and gossip. This unfortunatly is your downfall. 

I do require you to defined your Petition and as you have 
said you are prepared to die rather that retract. That is foolish 
talk. 

Please Lucas, Call upon Him whist he is near. 

Remember he that is often reproved will suddenly be cut off. 

Michael 

Michael is feed up with you and has instructed or autho- 
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rized case against you. It is before the Prison Officials and Alex 
Diaz. This is regarding the money you owe him. It has been 7 
months. You cannot say he has not been patient with you; you 
have failed in you responsibility to a former member of your 
Christian group.

Let Down In A Basket 

Benilda’s Agression 

On Wednesday after noon about the 18th June Benilda called 
to the apaatemtn seeking to remover here and Michael's things 
and take them to Laguna. She had recovered the video camera 
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from the prison that day and had it in her bag. 

However due to the aggressive and unacceptable behavior of 
Benilda I asked her to leave the apartment. Upon her refusal and 
her demand to take things I was not willint to give her Ifelt it 
necessary to sent for the Barabagy Poloice. I felt mischief was a 
foot. I had refused to let her take Michael’s small, Soney TV and 
DVD player. I felt it necessary to called the Barangay Police to 
the scene of the incident because of her undue anger and unrea- 
sonableness. 

Benilda had ripped open the top of her polo (blouse) in an- 
ger, stating she was going to file a charge against me. All because 
she could not get what she wanted. 

I had also called the owner of the apartment to witness the 
behaviour of Benilda. 

We were then taken to the Barangay Police Station, at Pota- 
tion, in order to report the incident. Afterwards we returned to 
the Apartment as we were asked to return the next day to see the 
Barangay Captain at nine Oclock. Benilda stayed behind cover- 
ing her ripped top with her coat. 

It was then suggested that mischief was a foot and that if Be- 
nilda fulfils her complaint according to her threat and reports 
an attempted rape, I would then be arrested and prevented from 
leaving the country. 

This may seem bizarre but a reality in the Philippines and a 
common occurrence with foreigners. 

I must leave for the UK that night 

I was due to retrun to the Uk on the 29th June bit I was ad- 
vised I should leave that night and seek to fly back to the UK as 
soon as possible. Benilda knew I had my air ticket to fly on the 
29th and so had over a week to do her worst. 

We heard that the Barangay Police Officer had change the 
meeting to 7.00 pm the next day which allowed me time to re 
book my air Ticket for the 22nd do all our banking and get a 
cheque for Php. 366,000,00 for Michael. This I did and we decid- 
ed to go to the Embassy and report the incident as I had written 
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out my statement. 

We went straight to Gulf Air and conformed the flight ad 
fortunately informed I could leave the very next day. I took the 
flight. We then went to the British Embassy at 5.30 pm and to my 
surprise the British Counsel, Ian Sergeant was there, by chance. 
I gave him all the details and letters and the cheque for Michael, 
with instruction how and when pay him. Ian felt that was the best 
thing to do and then advised I should leave the country straight 
away. He then sought to get me a flight to Hong Kong that night 
but we were too late and so had on option but to attempt to leave 
the next day. It was hoped that any filed complain would take a 
few days before the Immigration computer was updated. 

My things gather and secured- brougth to Mania 

Dolores returned to the Apartment with her mother and 
Chogie informed us that the Police had been waiting at the shop 
and it was believed they were looking to arrest me. They man- 
aged to go to the apartment to collect all our things but we were 
informed by text that Benilda was they’re seeking to obtain cer- 
tain items. I then text Benilda, from Manila, asking to meet her 
at MacDonald's thus giving Dolores and her mother time to col- 
lect our things and return to Manila that same evening. I worked 
and the bird flew to the UK the next day without hitch. 

I arrived in the UK at 6.30 am Saturday morning. It was good 
to be home. 

Libel , an e-mail from Benilda to Helen's Solicitors 

My Solicitor Battrick Clark informed me that Benilda had 
written to Helen’s my then wife informing her that I had swin- 
dled her and Michael and had an elicit affair and was on the run 
from the Police. Little did Benilda know I had already reported 
the whole incident of Michael and money to the Embassy and 
that her e-mail was pure allegation and not fact to be personal 
witnessed in English Court. 

I was informed by text that the immigration had been with 
Benilda to the National Bank of the Philippines and frozen all 
my accounts. 
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19th June 

We realized the seriousness of the allegations and actions of 
Belinda. And in anticipation rang Gulf Air to see if I could get 
emergency flight to the UK before the 29th June. I was scheduled 
to fly on the 29th but now realized if we left it till then Benilda 
will have the time she needs to carry out her threat and inform 
them of her allegations. 

Advised by Ronaldo,Dolores and Monaco who had realised 
the motives of Benilda, I went to Gulf that after noon and book 
a flight for Thursday at 2.00 pm (the next day) I also was able to 
collect my visa clearance from CMA that same day. It also just 
so happened that Dolores had the Php. 10,000.00 set aside for 
Michael so I was ready to go back to England. 


The Problem 

Had I been arrested on the alleged crime I would have been 
immediately detained in jail and my bank account frozen. Benilda 
had threatened that she was going to demand Php. 4,000,000.00. 
Failure to pay would result in my imprisonment and trial. 

The general rule being the foreigner is always wrong. This is 
what happened to Albert Wilson and Michael. 

I could have expected a life sentence for rape if I cold not 
prove my innocence (which I believe is 40 years but I would only 
serve 20 with good time credit) this is typical of what happens in 
the Philippines with foreigners. 

We see the British Consol Ian Sergeant 

We went to the Embassy and by chance Ian Sergeant was 
there so we shared the whole story. He took a copy of the state- 
ment that in had written for the Barangay Police at Putatan. 

June 20th 


Dear Michael, 
I do hope you received all my letters. I am afraid that our 
suspicions regarding Benilda are right. 
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She has tried to get me imprisoned on a charge of Rape. If 
she can do this for money then you know where she is coming 
from. I m sorry that Satan has got the better of you and I believe 
is about to sift you. He will have destroyed you if he can. 

If you are amongst the elect then you will be recovered to 
faith in Christ and you will then grow in grace and in His knowl- 
edge. 

I have had to escape to the Embassy and I hope to fly out to 
day for England. Please go and send word to Benjamin at Dorm 
11B and the elected chairman of the PNP there that I am sorry 
that I could not do the letter headed paper, which I had promised 
today.

I greetings in the name of our Lord or Lord Jesus Christ. 

I, David Clarke, the founding director of the above named 
ministry desire to inform you about the following events and 
facts surrounding the origination ministry work to wit: 

Ministry Registration 

After our second successful mission in the Philippines, firstly 
August 2001 and then October 2002, it was realized that I had to 
register and organize our ministry in the form of a religious or- 
ganization, to enable me enable me and my other able mission- 
aries to dwell on ministry work without encountering basic le- 
gal impediments. Thus, the Trojan Horse International (TULIP) 
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Philippines Incorporated was born on 14th March 2003, under 
Security number Exchange Commission Registry number CN 
200306347. 

Considering the note worthy and able ministers working 
within the organization, we can now have the propensity to in- 
vite individual, churches and ministers on quests to the Phil- 
ippines on mission work. We can assist with accommodation, 
travel and all permits needed, we have established arrangements 
with Gulf Airline to assist and facilitate any travel proposal. The 
ministry will shoulder accommodations during and extent of the 
mission tour. 

Revolt in NBP 

It must be noted that the ministry has experienced so far the 
greatest stigma since the start of the mission work. All elder of 
the New Bilibid Prison Christian Church (NBPCC) and 
some Religions Volunteers have staged a protest against me car- 
rying the slogan with reads: “ We can not allow Trojan to contin- 
ue and that its Director must be stopped” 

The actions of these men, along with other who acted con- 
trary to the scripture had caused my church in England to be 
misled and as a result they withdraw their support toward me 
personally. This was a big blow to my career and mission. But 
t his has not made me to buckle down. Instead, it gave me the 
adrenalin to struggle for a cause- to fulfill the mission the Lord 
has instructed me to do. 

I would like to point out, that the NBPCC revolt staged 
against me has similarity with the crisis I underwent in England, 
in depth, breadth and principle. This prompted me to write and 
published the “ Bierton Crisis “ 

Support for the Ministries First Out Reach Officer 

As a direct result of this withdrawal, Pastor William Poloc, 
the first commissioned outreach officer of the above named 
ministry was neglected and left behind to fend himself and his 
family. The financial support amounting to P 10,000 Philippine 
Currency was stopped for reason that the ministry could not no 
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longer afford to sustain his ministerial works. This is again a big 
challenge to the Ministry. In May William reached out on his 
own and we wish him success in the lord’s work. 

These are stumbling blocks but I must go on. I know the Lord 
is on the side of the righteous and. I have a mission to fulfill. The 
truth gave me the courage and the truth will “Set men free.” 

Success in Baguio and Benguet 

Despite financial restraints, propelled with the noble pur- 
pose, our mission to the jails in Baguio and Benguet were suc- 
cessful. In January 2003, we baptized 22 inmates in Baguio City 
Jail and 8 souls in Benguet district jail respectively. Highlighting 
the event was the conversion of Josephine Ortis and her daugh- 
ter. Josephine was the first female offended from Baguio City to 
be meted with the death penalty, by lethal injection. She was in- 
volved, as per testimony, in various heinous crimes such as drug 
trafficking, gun running and others. While awaiting final judg- 
ment she turned to the Lord received the forgiveness of her sins. 
She now member of Trojan Horse in the Lords service. 

Prosecution, Oral Slander and Libel 

The man responsible for spreading lies and prejudiced reac- 
tions against the ministry was ordered to appear before the of- 
fice of the City Prosecutor, on the 13th of April 2003, to answer 
charges label and oral slander. How Ever, he did not appear as 
a result the case has been put forward for consideration. . That 
evening his father died. 

The Philippines legal System is designated Christian and as 
such we desire a resolution in order to prevent a Judgment. We 
desire judgment to be according to the mercy of God many oth- 
ers who spoke evil of our work but I pray the Lord have mercy 
upon them and grant repentance. 

Success of the Ministry 

As a result of these encumbrances it was decided to remain 
in the Philippines until the purpose of our mission. I was com- 
missioned by the Lord to do in 2001 to fulfill a work. The accusa- 
tion hurled against me has not escaped the eyes and observations 
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of the religions groups. Instead of evading me, many have start- 
ed offering their support, most particularly the Primitive Baptist 
Church Putatan, VFFI and many Churches. 

They all stood in unison to back me up and entered into a 
covenant to work hand in hand for the success of the mission 
work. 

Consequently, we decided to expand the area of our mission 
work, and by June 30, 2003, in will be returning to UK with a 
delegation and with the backing of the British Ambassador Paul 
Diamond, who has recommended that I write to the minister of 
state at the home office for support. 

God’s Grace Ministry Inc. needs help 

Sister Neola is having difficulties in her ministry, she and her 
husband have begun which is named McCall God's Grace Min- 
istry Inc. this ministry was established to assist and help released 
converted convicts back into the free society. 

Trojan Horse now in full - action 

As [had said, the ministry has already been registered under 
registration number been registered under registration number 
CN200306347 by the Philippine government. By virtue of this 
authority granted the ministry has no legal impediments to pur- 
sue its objectives. Moreover, I have obtained a full time Mission- 
ary Visa to work in the Philippines, upon my own direction. 

As embedded in the constitution and by-laws, the ministry 
can now realize its objectives such as: buying real estate proper- 
ties; Ministry Office to serve as a home, function room, and guest 
house fort visitors and student from abroad; Cooperative Build- 
ing Society Funds to fulfill the vision of Gordon Smith whilst on 
tour in Angeles City, to assist the work of the Trojan Horse. 


Added to this, a delegation is coming on tour to the UK to 
make known to all interested parties the good work of God, 
which is being done by men in the Phil. 

Trojan Horse to be registered in the UK Portsmouth 

In consonance with our objectives, we are planning to regis- 
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ter the Trojan Horse Int'l C.M. Ministry to fulfill its visions. The 
Redeemer Project must be realized and should not be forgotten. 

Promises in the Future 

As projected, based on the overwhelming responses and 
proofs. The ministry could achieve the summit of ministerial 
work. There are high profile personages that are very willing to 
support the Ministry, such as Dr. George Miller (Oxon) who 
wishes to assist us and link our work in the Phil. With the Open 
University of Milton Keynes. He too is very interested in the 
Redeemer Project; and Colonel Gregorio Agalo-os, the former 
Penal Superintendent of New Bilibid Prison, he agreed to return 
to the UK to support our ministry and share the work of ref- 
ormation with minister and prison officials throughout the UK 
later this year.

I informed you that Lucas P. Dungatan Jr., and his so called 
Elders of NBPCC, wrote a petition against me on the 30th De- 
cember 2002, and it was signed by over 50 men (inmates of 
NBP). They opposed the work I was doing because I drunk wine 
and mixed with buklas and sang songs with them. 

It was stated by one of Lucas’s men, namely Isagni Obispo, 
that he could not allow me to continue doing such things in the 
prison that I must be stopped at all costs. 

I wrote to him and spoke personally to him, and sought to 
show him that they were wrong. But they said I was stubborn and 
would not listen to them as they were right and besides which it 
was illegal to drinking TUBA in the Prison. 

On the 30th December the petition was published and was 
signed by 50 persons stating they were withdrawing from that 
Trojan Horse International and me. ‘They stated that Trojan 
Horse never existed etc, and they denied ever have involvement 
with the work that we had been engaged in for the past two years. 

I then discovered that Isagani Obispo (and by his own con- 
fession lately Lucas P. Dangatan) had taken it upon himself/ 
themselves to inform Gordon Smith Alistair, and my church that 
I was involve with another women, or women, that I was drunk- 
ard and went to bars were prostitutes were -a method to discredit 
me. These men believed him. 

He then informed the Prison officials and spread the rumor 
that I had left my wife and young daughter, sold our matrimonial 
home, and the reason I was not returning to England because I 
had a Filipino girl friend.

He then sought to inform the BID that I was on visa overstay 
and wanted to have me deported (which at the time was true). 
He boasted that he was having me deported and would be glade 
to see the back of me. This is the same man that I sent my ATM 
card too and it went missing in October 2001- £900 went out of 
my account due to fraud- he refused to report it to the Police 
saying the corruption was riff and there was not point. No doubt 
an investigation would discover who took the money as I have all 
the record of the dealings and what shops were used in Manila. 

I sought the help pf these so called elders at NBPTI or they 
call themselves the NBPCC (New Bilibid Christian Church) by 
letter and personal visit but no reply. A silence. It is though if 
they remain silent the problem will go away. 

Another group in the Prison then raised a conspiracy, which 
sought to black mail me to send large amounts of money to Mi- 
chael. Michael was duped and believed them. When I refused 
Michael’s wife stated she was going to file a charge against me 
and sue me for attempted rape or estafa. She ripped her top, from 
top to bottom in order to expose herself, and stated I would be 
now prevented for leaving the Country. I now realize she has 
married Michael to get his money. Fortunately Michael has no 
money and no bank account, as it is all in my account in my sole 
name in the Phils. And the UK. 

That day I went to the Embassy and was advised by Ian Ser- 
geant to leave the country immediate. I do so the next Day. 

In Muntinlupa the Barngay police and City prosecutor were 
out looking for me. They think I m in hiding in the Philippines. 
I escaped being detained by the Bueru of Immigration and De- 
tention by one day.

Dear David, 


It was with sadness that I read your letter to me listing 
the problems you have encountered in the Philippines. 
Crab Mentality 
Cynical as I am, I genuinely believed in your intention to pro- 
vide real assistance to Filipino prisoners in a manner that would 
enable them to enjoy a meaningful life upon release. To this end, 
you have worked very hard and the proof of your success is the 
fifty signatures and active campaign against you. This is typical 
Filipino crab mentality. It is so called because if you watch crabs 
placed into a basket; inevitably one of them will climb the side to 
freedom. Unfortunately, as soon as that one crab nears the rim, 
the others will pull him back into the basket, thus none escape. 
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This is a national characteristic. “If I cannot do it, then nobody 


else will either.” 

Opposed to the Mission 

As is on record, I was against your Trojan Horse mission, 
especially as you intended to include Sunny Wilson, right from 
the start. Perhaps you can at last understand my objections to 
a bunch of naive Englishman stamping around the Philippines 
attempting to bring real Christianity to an unsavable, immoral 
people. 

Cannot compete with the Catholic Church, The Host is 
absent 

The Filipino demands magic, not logic. Your immersion in 
water partly provided this, but you cannot compete with the 
Catholic Church who, by their icons, fluval ceremonies, parades 
of statues and fiestas have, over the centuries, learned how to 
gain dominance in the religion stakes. Filipinos are Catholic out 
of fear, not belief. Mass on Sunday allows them free rein to do as 
they like for the rest of the week. As one visiting Filipino wrote, 
communion is like witnessing pigs at the trough, and most leave 
before the host is returned. Any resemblance between Filipino 
Catholicism and Christianity is purely coincidental. The Church 
fully know that their flock are still animists, accept it, but keep 
them in line for the collection. 

Incest a real problem 

As you fully know, the numbers of prisoners awaiting death 
for incest outnumber prisoners for similar offenses anywhere 
else in the world, and these are the only ones that have been 
caught. How many others are out there? Christians rape their 
own children? 

The Philippines is a complex country 

Upon arrival, the office towers, the mode of dress, the cars 
etc. make one believe that is a modern western-style country — it 
is far from it! It is still a feudal society run by about 400 families 
that make up the oligarchy. The rest, and I include top manage- 
ment and government officials; suffer from a massive inferiority 
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complex. You come from a country where any person of any col- 


or, can and do stand on a box and loudly label Queen Elizabeth 
a prostitute. They do no get arrested. In the Philippines, every 
week, a foreigner is detained without trial for many months, and 
then deported, just for insulting a Filipino. You were lucky to 
escape. Some have been held for three years in Bicutan, where I 
believe you visited. Conditions there make Bilibid appear a para- 
dise. Your mistake, David, was that you wanted to head the orga- 
nization in the Philippines instead of being advisor and keeper of 
the funds. Filipinos just cannot tolerate that, so they set out to get 
you. You were being successful, and making them appear useless. 

God Wants You To Think 

You are all good men trying to do what you believe God 
wants you to do. But God wants you to think as well. 

For what it’s worth 

For what it is worth, I believe the charges against you are 
false. I confirm to Gordon or anybody, after being here for 20 
years, that every Filipino will only tell the truth when they can- 
not think of a lie fast enough. I would ask Gordon, et al, to em- 
ploy the wisdom God gave them and reconsider what I believe is 
a hasty conclusion. 

Stupidity Not Martyrdom 

To consider that you have readily confessed your sins of the 
past, and I writing for all to see, so why would you be lying now? 
You are a victim of our good intentions overpowering your need 
in this country to walk slowly. You tried to achieve too much too 
soon and the result is you return to this country at considerable 
risk of being jailed. You might consider this martyrdom. Me, I 
would consider it stupid. 

I wish you well 

I wish you well in your future endeavors. You have learned a 
valuable lesson that if carefully studied will ensure your success 
in the future. I admire your faith, cannot emulate it, but know 
that God will forgive me for using one of the talents He gave me, 
that of logical thinking and analysis. 
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Please keep in touch and give the others my regards.

STATEMENT OF FACTS 
My name is Michael J. Clarke, the brother of David Clarke. 


When our parents died a few years ago, the estate was divided 
equally between my sister Margaret, myself and David - each 
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receiving approximately 39,000 pound sterling. Because I am 
in prison, my Solicitor Mayo + Perkins of Eastbourne held my 
money in an escue account. 

In 2000, my brother received some concrete evidence that I 
was languishing in a Philippine Prison for a crime that was to- 
tally fabricated. My brother was determined to come to the Phil- 
ippines with Rev Gordon Smith to see what they could do to 
secure my release. In 2001, which was soon I became a Christian, 
I instructed my Solicitor to send 1,000 pounds sterling directly to 
my brother and Gordon for their round trip air ticket. This was a 
love gift from me to them.

Lucas Dangatan, Jr., the Senior Pas- 
tor of NBP Bible Center offered his full support and I agreed 
to cover his expenses with a gift of approximately 1,000 pounds 
sterling. The book was to be written with me being the co-author 
with David. I worked solid for one year feeding Ptr. Dangatan 
hundreds of pages of long insertions for the book. Ptr. Dangatan 
computerized this and e-mailed them to David in England. It was 
the agreement that I would finance the book printing and global 
marketing. Our estimate was to sell 1,000,000 copies worldwide 
which would net us 1,000,000 pounds sterling profit. 

I then instructed my Solicitor to my transfer my inheritance 
of £39,000.00 pounds sterling into David’s account in order to 
finance the operation along with another crusade to the Philip- 
pines in 2002 to launch the book. 

The agreement was that I would be repaid in full £39,000.00 
pounds sterling out of the book sales. 

Everything was on track, the book was completed by Sep- 
tember 2002 and the Crusade. Trojan Horse hit the Philippines 
for it’s second crusade. During this crusade, David seemed to 
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go crazy! He was making enemies with everyone. He seemed to 
change from a man of God to a man of the Devil. He dictated to 
me and every one else that he was the BOSSS and his word was 
that of the Lord and wanted respect from everyone. He then fired 
me from my Executive position and announced that NOBODY 
reads books these days and put a stop to the printing and mar- 
keting of the book. 

At this time, he had found a Filipino woman whom he lived 
with for over six months. He then lived a lifestyle of a million- 
aire spending all my money on his newfound sweetheart. He also 
claimed that the money was his and dictated that I had given 
my money to the Lord and he was the Lord’s Ambassador and 
would spend it as he chose. He then agreed to give me a second 
charge on his property for 20,000 pounds sterling (see enclosed 
attachments). He also invented a stupid statement of financial 
accounts. 

This I objected to and decided to charge him in the Philip- 
pine court giving my wife full Power of Attorney. 

David then went into hiding - on the RUN and managed to 
evade arrest and slip the country on June 29th 2003. 

He has clearly swindled me of 39,000 pounds. I am now 
still in prison without a penny to my name apart from a second 
Mortgage claim on his U.K. property. 

It is my wish that you, Helen and your attorney will help me 
solve this very heartbreaking situation. 

It is my wish that a motion from you and your solicitor to 
the court to set aside 39,000 pounds sterling in your financial 
settlement of David’s property until I am released or instruct an 
attorney to act for me (It’s almost impossible because I am still 
in prison but, hopefully, I will be released before Christmas this 
year). 

Pastor Lucas, Pastor Gordon together with many several oth- 
ers will furnish you with fully Notarized Affidavits to prove that 
David is completely insane and has swindled me of my family 
inheritance.

Tam Rev. David Clarke, currently on vacation in the UK, and 
was granted by your good self, on the 5th June 2003, the conver- 
sion of my temporary visa under Sec 9(a) to quota immigrant 
visa under Section 13 of the immigration Act. I returned to the 
UK being granted a Re-entry Permit/ Special Return/Certificate/ 
Certificate of Exemption number 003379 dated 12th June 2003. 

I am enquiring if you have any reports of alleged crimes or 
a Black Mark made against me since June 22nd, 2003, as very 
serious happenings have occurred during my missionary work 
in New Bilibid Prison. 

Upon my return to England my Solicitor, Battrick Clark, re- 
ceived an e-mail purporting to be from Mrs. Benilda Esguerra 
Clarke, along with an affidavit and Statement alleged to be made 
by Mr. Michael John Clarke, an inmate at New Bilibid Prison. 
The e-mail contained very serious allegations against me and the 
Secretary of our Trojan Horse International (TULIP) Phils. In- 
corporation and purported that we had been involved in grand 
estaffa. Such allegations would warrant my arrest and detention 
in the Philippines. 

In June this year I had reason to ask the British Embassy to 
intervene on behalf of Michael John Clarke, an Inmate at New 
Bilibid Prison, who had been seriously ill and I believed his life 
was in danger. 

In order to protect him self he had succumbed to pay large 
sums of money for privileges and he and also he been continu- 
ously supplied with large measures of illegal alcohol called Tuba. 
I had noted that this kept him in a perpetual state of anxiety and 
fear and as a result and began to ask me for large sums of money. 

When I refused to give him the money a certain, Edwin Ju- 
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lian, his Kakosa, or eating companion, a notorious criminal and 
Advisor to the Chairman of the God Marshall Rescue Associ- 
ation, sent me black mail threats in order to obtain large sums 
of money suggesting unless I paid up my mission would be 
discredited. 

I reported the whole matter to the British Embassy who re- 
sponded by writing to the New Director of New Bilibid Prison, 
informing him of the affair. 

I have looked at the evidence and I believe this e-mail com- 
position and Statement to be the work of a certain inmate in New 
Bilibid Prison namely, Edwin Julian, the advisor to the Chairman 
of the God Marshall Rescuers Association, who resides in Dorm 
13 A. He is an educated man and a former University lecture, in 
Law, at The Philippine University, Laguna. 

The English is so good, it is better that the average English- 
men, and could not have been composed by brother Michael 
who it is purported to be from as he is uneducated Englishman 
and his wife Benilda, a Filipino Province Lady. 

Co-workers, in Muntinlupa City, also informed me that a 
case of attempted rape was to be filed against me, by the above 
name lady, in order to have me detained in prison, so that pay- 
ment of Php. 4,000.000.00 could be demanded of me. That this 
would be to pay compensation so that an Affidavit of Dissidence 
would to be given in order for my release. Also that the Bureau 
of Immigration froze my ministries bank account in Muntinlupa 
City. 

Shortly before this incident took place I had a religious dif- 
ference with a certain group of men New Bilibid Prison. And 
one RVO, took it upon him self to write and speak evil of me and 
make allegations against me which seriously effected my work 
as a missionary in the Philippines. I felt it necessary to file a 
complaint of Libel and Oral slander against this man, to the City 
Prosecutor OY, in Muntinlupa 

This man had acted in order defame my character in New 
Bilbid Prison, Muntinlupa City and to my home church in En- 
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gland. ‘The case is before the City Prosecutor now and is being 


perused. 

In this e-mail, to my Solicitor, and from my correspondence 
with my co-workers in Muntinlupa City, Lucas P. Dangatan is 
named. He also is an R.V.O and former inmate, at New Bilibid 
Prison. Lucas P. Dangatan is one of the men whom I had the dis- 
agreement with and it was his colleague that I had complained to 
the City Prosecutor about an d submitted the charge Libel Charge 
and Oral Slander. It has been reported that Lucas Dangatan has 
been involved in this conspiracy, against others and myself. 

I would be grateful if you would inform me of any irregular- 
ities in the Immigration register and I would be very happy to 
comply with any regulations necessary in order to resolve these 
reported allegations. I would also value your advice.

I am so sorry to inform you that Benilda has disgraced her 
self with our family and also dishonored you all. 

She has made very serious allegations against me, all of which 
are not true, working with Edwin Julian (a notorious criminal 
and Advisor to the God Marshal Rescue Association, house in 
Dorm 13 A) and deceived Michael. 

It would appear that they are after his money and I believed 
Edwin Julian is feeding Belinda with lies and deceit to get money 
from Michael. 

The allegations she has made against others and me are so 
very serious that I could be arrested and stand to face a term of 
life imprisonment. Her allegations are just not true and it would 
seem that she has convinced Michael that I am not a good broth- 
er to him, or relation to you, his family and am not and looking 
after them both. 

She sought, by lies and deception, to have me arrested by the 
Bureau of Immigration, at the Airport, on the 29th June, in order 
to stop me leaving the Country. She has sought with the Bureau 
of Immigration to have my bank account frozen in Muntinlupa 
City. I have been informed that she intend to file a charge of rape 
against me and levy an Php. 4,000,000.00 waver which I would 
be required to pay in order for her to sign an Affidavit of Dissi- 
dence to withdraw the charges. Failure of which would result in a 
life prison sentence to me if I could not defend myself form such 
evil charges. All of his is contrary to righteousness and truth. 

Please beware that I always speak the true and am a servant 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and Benilda is now in serious trouble 
with the Lord, the Philippine Republic, its people and me. 

Her actions will prevent her from getting a UK visa if I file 
charges against her and prove her guilt, and so will result in per- 
manent separation from Michael, upon his release and forced 
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deportation back to the UK. 

She is a fool and has been deluded by Edwin Julian and Satan 
to act in this way. I believe that Satan has moved her to this ac- 
tion through her jealousy and greed. 

Michael’s Money Is Safe 

I would like to inform you all that I love my brother and care 
for you all. That his money has been safely secured in the UK and 
kept from those who would have taken it whilst in the Prison. 

I would not defraud any one as I love the Lord Jesus Christ 
and am a minister of the gospel. 

Statement to the Embassy 

If you read the statement that has already been lodged with 
the Embassy you will see Benilda is in serious trouble. I would 
advise that see withdraws all false allegations that she has made 
against others and me and retracts all the lies she had told. That 
she tells the whole truth to Michael about all her dealings with 
money and the loss of it and so on. Other wise her marriage to 
Michael will be a disaster having not the blessing of God on the 
marriage or family. 

I arrived safely in the UK and have secured all Michael's fi- 
nances, thanks be to God.

AFFIDAVIT of FACT 
REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES)

I, David Clarke, of legal age presently residing at Abarka 
Apartment, Lake View, Muntinlupa City, Philippines, hereby 
avow: 

1. That I am the brother of Michael John Clarke, an inmate 
at New Bilibid Prison, and have been residing in the Philippines 
since October 2nd 2002, in order to assist and help with the legal 
aspects of my brothers release. 

2. Michael met his wife Belinda Esguerra, in later part of 
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2002, and I conducted a marriage blessing on the 24th December 
2003, and they were legally married at later date. 

3. Iam the legal attorney of Michael Clarke, and look after 
all my brother’s money. In March 2003 Michael agree to loan me 
£ 20,000.00 sterling. The agreement was that this money would 
be by way of a second mortgage, secured against the deeds of 
my property, 11 Hayling Close, Fareham, and Hampshire United 
Kingdom. 

4, Michael has no bank account and I have dealt with all his 
accounts during his imprisonment in the Philippines. I keep him 
regularly informed of the balance of money that I hold in trust 
for him. 

5. Soon after Michael meet Benilda he authorized her to 
open a bank account in her single name and I deposited Php. 
30,000.00 into her account. I only act under his instructions in 
dealing with large sums of money. 

6. Iam also the Director of a Christian ministry called Tro- 
jan Horse International and seek to assist needy people. 

7. In May this year Trojan Horse considered buying a prop- 
erty in Muntinlupa City, belonging to a lady friend of the Direc- 
tor, and it was made known to Benilda that Trojan Horse had 
Php. 1.5 million in the bank. 

8. She then believed that all this money was hers as she was 
married to Michael J. Clarke. Benilda then informed Michael she 
wanted Php. 100,000.00 to redeem the mortgage of her property 
at Laguna and schooling fees for the children. 

9. She was given Php. 40,000.00 to pay for her two children’s 
schooling, which was authorized by her husband. 

10. It was agreed that Trojan Horse would consider the re- 
quest of a mortgage/loan to redeem the debt for Benilda the get 
her land title deed back. An application form was issued to Be- 
nilda and she failed to complete this form to the company’s sat- 
isfaction. 

11. She has not completed this application form and so no 
agreement was reached to assist in this request to issue the mon- 
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ey. The Agreement to pay will also be subject to her husband 
(Michael J. Clarke) approval. 

12. A dispute arose, in the Prison with a certain inmate, a 
friend of Michael, over a computer that Trojan Horse had given 
on loan. 

13. I then received black mail texted messages demanding I 
give money to Michael on the pain of vivid exposure to the me- 
dia, based on lies and deceit, in order to discredit Trojan Horse 
International (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated. 

14. Due to concerns about honesty and lawful permissions 
I then was requested that the computer be returned to Trojan 
Horse as issues were unresolved. I then wrote to the GIG Com- 
mander, Nester Cabinet, asking for his help to resolve the issue. 

15. The Director out of concern for Michael’s health and 
safety reported the issues involved to the British Embassy. The 
Embassy were informed of the illegal black mail attempt and the 
new Director of New Bilibid Prison was informed of the con- 
cerns over Michaels heath and safety. A request was put to have 
him hospitalized doe the fear of him being drugged and intimi- 
dated by the inmate of NBP. 

16. Michael for Php. 50,000.00 then made a demand, with no 
return of the computer. 

17. I gave Php. 28,000.00 to Benilda to give to Michael on the 
condition the computer was returned. The computer was not 
returned and Michael and the inmate were angry with Benilda 
once they learned she had the money but did not give it to them. 

18. That Friday evening Benilda lost the 28,000.00 Pesos on 
the bus to Laguna. And when Michael and the inmate were in- 
formed they accused her of sterling the money. 

19. I was instructed by text messages allegedly from Michael 
not to give Benilda any money. 

20. I reported the whole incident to the Embassy and in turn 
they have contacted the Prison Authorities to resolve the issue. 

21. On the 17th June Benilda was instructed to collect the 
Sony Video camera, which belonged to Trojan Horse, from the 
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Prison Authorities so we could do the video shots according to 


the DOJ permissions 

22. Benilda collect the camera from the prison authorities as 
requested but refused to return it to Trojan Horse whose proper- 
ty it is. 

23. On the 18th June Benilda said she wanted Php. 60,000.00 
in her bank as it was Michaels money and she had none. 

24. When I instructed her I would be giving not such money 
she was very angry and went into a rage. I then asked her to take 
her things from my apartment at Abarca, Sanpagita and leave, as 
I was not prepared to put up with such behavior. 

25. She then hired a Jeepney and sought to take a Sony TV 
and a video player along with other items form the apartment. I 
objected to the TV being taken at is was due to go into the prison 
for my brother. 

26. Benilda got very angry so I called the Jeepney driver in 
to witness that I had asked Benilda to leave due to her unreason- 
able and aggressive behavior. She refused to leave so I called the 
Baranagay. 

27. Benilda then got very angry with me and said she would 
file a case against me and ripped her Polo off in front of me. My 
lady friend Dolores was present and witnessed this. 

28. I understood and it was clear to me that she was threat- 
ening me in order to get the things she wanted or she would file a 
case of rape against and have me imprisoned. She then stated she 
was going to the immigration to report me. 

Conclusion And Declaration 

29. I will give all the money due to my brother to the Embas- 
my: 

30. The TV will be taken to Michael, in the prison, when the 
DOJ issue the permit. See attached letter of request 16th June 
2003. 

31. I wish the Sony video 8 digital camera, to be retuned to 
me, as its lawful owner. It cost 54,000.00 Pesos. 

32. I request the Barangay Captain retain the video camera 
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and return it to a its lawful owner, Trojan Horse, at later date 


33. I will honor all monies and dues owing to Michael. 

34. I will pay the money to the embassy by cheque on the 
19th June instructing them to release only Php.10, 000.00 per 
month and cash sum of Php. 10,000.00 only to officer Monaco 
Caranay to give personally to Michael

Observations And Comments 


Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture 

This may seem a very simple command, and it being simple, 
just a matter of obedience to fulfill this great commission. The 
reality was that the apostle Paul endured hardship, was betrayed, 
imprisoned, endured shipwreck, evil reports suffered hunger, 
and all men forsook him, as he endevored to fulfil his calling. 

Why Should It Be Any Different Today 

It may well be asked was this command given just to the 11 
Apostles, to the Church, or to every believer? And it might also 
be asked why was there any doubts as to the scope of the gospel 
since it was cnmanded to be preached to every creature? 

N.B. 
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Please note this directive was given before the Holy Ghost 
was given and before it had fallen upon them as it was at the day 
of Pentecost. 

How it was in the beginning 

The Apostles did not always get it right. At first the gospel 
was taken only to the Jews (Acts 10: 28. Acts 11: 19). The Jews 
had not understood the Lord Him self when he said God so 
loved the world. It would seem they were under the impression 
that the love of God was limited to the Jews only, who lived in 
various quarters of the world. 

The love of God was not limited to the Jews only because God 
had elected Gentiles as well to be saved- i.e. the whole world. 

What is the message or good news? 

It took the vision of Peter and the conversion of a persecut- 
ing Saul of Tarsus to teach the church that the love of God was 
extended to Gentile as well as Jews.

The Lord Jesus was not specific as to the method and way 

to achieve the mission but gave a general command stating his 
wish. The Lord could have been very specific and given more di- 
rect instructions but I believe this has been left open to us, to be 
directed by the scripture, as to method and practiced. 

Specific and detailed instructions could have daunted men 

from taking up the task 

In other words the Lord Jesus could have been more specific

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Be prepared to continue even when all forsake you. 
After this, in order to work effectively, you must make 
contact with those who I have prepared before hand in 
order to fulfill the mission. 

You must work with those wishing to help may be local 
believers and pastors. 

If necessary form an Incorporation that will have legal 
status and be recognized by the Philippine Republic. 
This will give you the necessary support to work with 
peoples all levels of legal, commercial and social status. 
You will also need to open a Bank account. 

Obtain Certification of Alien Registration. 

Draw up documentation, and work with local 
Municipal officials. 

Obtain affidavits of facts and sworn statements. 

In fact do all that is necessary to achieve what could 
be described as Primary and Secondary objectives? 
You will need to submit your selves to every ordinance 
of man, and if at all possible live a piece with all men. 
Work with local business peopled and do well. 

Learn to obey local customs, in so far as they do not 
force you to compromise the true of the Gospel you are 
sent to declare to this people. 

You will meet with opposition, raised by suspicion in 
the minds of corrupt men and women, religious groups. 
People will be moved by envy, greed and jealousies. 
Evil men will speak against you. 

You will be betrayed 
Family will be against you. 

Rumors and false reports will be made to hinder you 
and every evil work will work in opposition to you. 
Evil men will rise up against you and seek to destroy you. 
They will seek to deport you. 

In fact all your former associates may forsake you 
thinking they do God’s service and they will and 
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abandon you.

Origins of the Mission (The beginnings) 

David Clarke is a British subject and was ordained as a minis- 
ter (servant) of the gospel, by the Particular Baptist Church (Gos- 
pel Standard listed), meeting at the Bierton Strict and Particular 
Baptist Chapel, Bedfordshire, England, 1983. David was an hon- 
orable member of this Church from 1976 until 1984, when he 
seceded over matters of conscience. A full written account of his 
succession has been written and circulated to all concerned in 
1984. David entitled this publication, “The Bierton Crisis 1984”, 
which has now been published in the Philippines February 11th 
2003 some 20 years after the event. 

The mission to the Philippines commenced in August 2001, 
when Gordon Smith, an elder of the Lion of the tribe of Ju- 
dah, Christian Church, Dorset and David went on a five-week, 
preaching tour to the Philippines. This was in order to share the 
gospel to all kinds of people, in New Bilibid Prison, Angeles City 
Jail, Olongapo Distinct Jail, Quezon City, Tarlac, Cavity and oth- 
er churches. At that time Rev. Joseph Kim, a Presbyterian pastor, 
was our host he being a Korean Missionary and the Director of 
the Reformed Presbyterian Church in the Philippines. Inc. 

At the time of this invitation, in June 2001 David was in mem- 
bership of the Christian Gospel Church, meeting at Portsmouth, 
England who at the time supported this mission. In the same 
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way the church of The Lion of the Tribe of Judah, meeting near 

Wimbourne, Dorsett supported their elder Mr. Gordon Smith. 

The Daily Diary of these missions are published, “Before The 
Cock Crows,” in Part , Part 2 and Part 3 

Background events 

1. On February 11th 2001, David published his autobiogra- 
phy entitled,” Converted on LSD Trip’, as a result of strong con- 
viction to follow the command of Christ. This conviction was 
born out of the desire to go and tell of all that the Lord Jesus 
Christ had done for him. This he did as best he could after shar- 
ing his desire, with the Pastor of his Church, in 1999. At that 
time the Pastor was seemed very cautious as to the method of 
telling the story. David was fully aware of the difficulties some 
may have in hearing an unorthodox account of conversion from 
crime to Christ. 

2. Also the immediate prehistory to these events was not 
without its difficulties. David had turned away from faith in the 
person of Christ to sin, a denial of the care and goodness of God 
to him, in 1990. This lead to adultery, divorce, broken families 
and a broken second marriage. 

3. Inseeking to return from a wayward life style in the early 
mid 90’s David had been attending the United Reformed Church 
called, “Jesus is Lord”, meeting in Warsash, Hampshire, England, 
and he had been asked to become a member in October 1999. 
He proceeded with his application but latter declined due the 
difficulties it was causing with his second marriage. Mr. Peter 
Jacob was an Elder of the Warsash Church, at that time and in 
December 1999 announced his resignation. This was in order to 
take on the eldership of the Christian Gospel Church meeting in 
the Hilton Hotel, Farlington, Portsmouth, and Hampshire. 

4. In January 2000, the Church Secretary of the, “Jesus is 
Lord” church announced that the eldership office was open to 
women to apply. Upon hearing this decision David spoke imme- 
diately to the Elders, pointing out the serious error in contradic- 
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tion the scriptural position, regarded the role of men and women 
in the Church. The remaining elders of the church at Warsash, 
rebuked David for interfering. David maintained a woman does 
not qualify to become an elder in the Church of God. 

5. Mr. Martin Lloyd, an Elder and Secretary of the said 
church, was the principal opponent (there were in fact 6 remain- 
ing elders). David was treated with contempt and dishonored so 
asked for their support to seek membership of another church. 

6. David published an account of this controversy and cir- 
culated it to all concerned. The article is called, “Does the Lord 
Jesus want women to rule as elders in His church?” 


(N.B. It is hoped that through the publication of this diary 
that such controversies, within the church today, could be looked 
at and resolved in an open and honest way. Such resolutions are 
typical of a failures taking place within many churches of our 
day. In fact one of the first assignments set first the Teachers and 
Trainers at New Bilibid Prison was in face the issue and to an- 
swer the above question, ”Does the Lord Jesus want women to 
rule in His Church? From an unbiased biblical point of view. The 
desire was to ask those converted men, former criminals, who 
had studied the bible and theology, to address this very perti- 
nent question. So the assignment was sent to senior pastor, and 
President of the Teacher Training College, at New Bilibid Prison, 
Lucas Dangatan in May 2001. Please read the Appendix 16 for 
the set Assignment). 

7. David was accepted as a member of the Christian Gospel 
Church, meeting at the Hilton Hotel Farlington, Portsmouth, in 
May 2000 as he had sought to be association, as he believed in 
the principle of a gathered church. 

8. At the same David meet Brian Russ, the National Co-co- 
ordinator of Link4Life, and he appointed David to the position 
the Regional Director for South England. This was an evangelical 
organization, run by former convicted criminals to assisted, con- 
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victed former criminals, to integrate within society upon their 

release from prison. Brian Russ is also the author and publisher 

of the book “No Mercy”. Mr. Russ resided at time in Reading, 

Berkshire, England and worked extensively in the Prison Minis- 

try, through out Great Britain. 

9. The publication of, “Converted on LSD”, coincided with 
the original publication date of a local market town newspaper 
some 30 years previously on February 11th 1971. This was The 
Bucks Herald News Paper. 

10. David’s autobiography informs of his call and conversion 
to Christ, on January 16th 1970. This lead to him joining the 
Strict and Particular Baptist Church, Bierton, Buckinghamshire, 
England in 1976. It treats of his my call and ordination to preach 
the unreachable riches of Christ and also deals with his succes- 
sion from Bierton church in 1984. An account is also given of 
his falling from trust in God into open sin, for a period of three 
years, and a subsequent divorce and remarriage. David is open 
and clear and speaks also about his restoration, through faith 
and repentance towards God, by faith in the Lord Jesus Christ 
and the subsequent desire to follow and obey the Lord Jesus in 
his commands. One of which was go and tell all men of all that 
the Lord had done for him . 

11. In this book, “Before the Cock Crows’, David speaks of 
his elder brother Michael's arrest in the Philippines and subse- 
quent incrassation in the notorious, South East Asian, New Bili- 
bid Prison, Muntinlupa City, Philippines in 1996. He had been 
sentenced for a term of 16 years for a crime he did not commit. 

12. David pens this story involving his brother Michael John 
Clarke, because he too was converted from Crime to Christ and 
was baptized a Christian on the 16th September 2000, in New 
Bilibid Prison, some thirty years after his own call by Christ to 
faith. David make particular note that he too, independently 
from myself, concluded that the doctrines of Gods Sovereign 
grace, as expressed in the (TULIP) acronym, was in fact a truth 
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sadly neglected in East and Western Churches to date. We be- 
lieve God has raised us up to declared these truths relating to the 
facts that salvation is by grace alone, through faith alone and by 
Christ alone, as revealed in the Old and New Testaments scrip- 
tures. 

13. As a result of our very successful Mission to the Philip- 
pines in 2001 we established a working relationship with Rev. 
Lucas P. Dangatan, the senior Pastor of New Bilibid Prison Theo- 
logical Institute, (NBTI) and many inmates who were connected 
with various religious groups with in the prison. At that time 
David commission over 66 men to write their testimonies in or- 
der to publish them in a book call “Trojan Warriors” . This was 
completed and published on September 11th 2002. 

14. During the year 2001 to 2002 Trojan Horse International 
C.M. worked closely with Rev. Lucas P. Dangatan, to establish- 
ing a Teacher Training College, within New Bilibid Prison. The 
design being was to build on the work that he had already began 
in 1992. Lucas P. Dangatan was the senior pastor of NBPTI. See 
“Trojan Warriors’, Subject: The Ministry Office and function. 

15. In January 2002, Rev. Lucas P. Dangatan was appointed 
as the President of Trojan Horse International Christian Minis- 
tries and of the first ever Teacher Training College house with- 
in a Maximum Security Prison. The purpose being to establish 
working links with educational and governmental agencies, 
within Britain and the Philippines. The design being to devel- 
op the Teacher Training College and seek an International link 
with a British University seeking also support from evangelically 
minded Christian groups. The objective to “Set Captives Free”. 

16. To achieve our Primary and Secondary objectives (as 
set out in the Article of Incorporation for Trojan Horse Interna- 
tional (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated, Rev. Lucas P. Dangatan Jr. 
was directed to register the Trojan Horse International Christian 
Ministry Inc. Phils. with the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. The Director was assured this would be done by the end of 
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January 2001. 

17. A second mission was also directed to the Philippines 
in October 2002 with a team of five from England and Filipino 
pastors from the Philippines. The following team of five Filipino 
pastors. The team members were: 

¢ Gordon Smith, former elder, of the Church of the lion 
and Tribe of Judah. 

e Alistair Sutherland, my Personal Assistant and former 
member of The Church of the Lion and tribe of Judah Church. 

e Dr. Richard Kent, Director of Final Frontier Ministries. 

e Andy MacDonnell, Youth Worker, Project Skate Man- 
chester 

e Catherine Farr, Youth worker, of Revelation Church 
Portsmouth 

e Lucas P. Dangatan, William Poloc, Manuel, Gani and Pe- 
rez, all Filipino Pastors of differing Christian groups. 

18. The order of authority was: 

It has been necessary to write this, at the outset in order, for 
the reader to see the problems, which occurred during this mis- 
sion, due to men not understanding their place, when involved 
in a new and pioneering mission having definite goals. The orig- 
inal permissions to enter New Bilibid Prison in September 2001 
was granted to Trojan Horse International and to not other. See 
Appendix 023. We had not reason to believe our permission 
the entr New Bilibid Prison under any other guise. How ever it 
would seem there was a difference but this was not reveald until 
a problem arose with reference to authority within the prison.

19. Rev. Lucas P. Dangatan and the Director of Trojan Horse 
had their own independent ministries, each having our own ar- 
eas of responsibilities. The Teacher Training College was a new 
concept and was a development of the Theological School al- 
ready in operation run by Lucas P. Dangatan and it was now in 
the early stages of development. All parties were informed and 
supported the developments necessary to establish the College. 
It was proposed that the Director of Trojan Horse International 
be the Hon. Director of the Teacher Training College and Rev. 
P. Dangatan the President. Rev. Lucas P. Dangatan was also the 
President of Trojan Horse International C.M. The Directorate. I 
was the Hon. Director of Trojan Horse International C.M. and it’s 
Mission to the Philippines and Lucas P Dangatan was the cho- 
sen President, based upon his proven record of achievement. He 
was the founding Senior Pastor of NBPTI in 1992, with whom I 
had worked on the proposed and accepted project of the Teacher 
Training College, New Bilibid Prison Muntinlupa City, Philip- 
pines, since September 2001. Rev. Lucas P. Dangatan Jr. Was re- 
sponsible to work along side Mr. Michael John Clarke, an inmate 
of New Bilibid Prison, and had been appointed for recruitment 
and working with all those men who were qualified to work in 
this newly founded College concept. 

20. On September 11th 2002 the book entitled “Trojan War- 
riors’ was published in Jerusalem and sent to the printers in, 
via data transport link. It was Trojan Horse International C.M. 
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Answer to the problems of terrorism. (See dedication on the 
inside cover). The book was printed and delivered according to 
the promise and distributed to all inmates who had submitted 
their testimonies. It contained 66 testimonies of converted noto- 
rious criminals from Christ to Crime and consisted of 365 pages. 
This book had taken a year to write and its pages went back and 
forth for correction, via e-mail, to Lucas over a period of several 
months. A draft copy was sent also to the Hon. Secretary of Jus- 
tice Perez, for and comments, before being put to print. 

21. This publication was also distributed to selected VIP’s 
throughout the Philippines and each inmate who had written 
their testimony was issued their own personal copy on the 15th 
October 2002 at the opening meeting at New Bilibid Prison. 

This Diary of events is filled with intrigue and a reality which 
demonstrates the hand of God and the handy work of Satan.

AFFIDAVIT OF FACT 


REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES) 

ySS: 

I, David Clarke, of legal age presently residing at Abarka 
Apartment, Lake View, and Muntinlupa City, Philippines, here- 
by avow: 

1 That I am the brother of Michael John Clarke, an inmate 
at New Bilibid Prison, and have been residing in the Philippines 
since October 2nd 2002, in order to assist and help with the legal 
aspects of my brothers release. 

2 Michael met his wife Belinda Esguerra, in later part of 
2002, and I conducted a marriage blessing on the 24th December 
2003, and they were legally married at later date. 

3 Iam the legal attorney of Michael Clarke, and look after 
all my brother’s money. In March 2003 Michael agree to loan me 
£ 20,000.00 sterling. The agreement was that this money would 
be by way of a second mortgage, secured against the deeds of 
my property, 11 Hayling Close, Fareham, and Hampshire United 
Kingdom. 

4 Michael has no bank account and I have dealt with all his 
accounts during his imprisonment in the Philippines. I keep him 
regularly informed of the balance of money that I hold in trust 
for him. 

5 Soon after Michael meet Benilda he authorized her to 
open a bank account in her single name and I deposited Php. 
30,000.00 into her account. I only act under his instructions in 
dealing with large sums of money. 

6 Iam also the Director of a Christian ministry called Tro- 
jan Horse International and seek to assist needy people. 

7 In May this year Trojan Horse considered buying a prop- 
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erty in Muntinlupa City, belonging to a lady friend of the Direc- 
tor, and it was made known to Benilda that Trojan Horse had 
Php. 1.5 million in the bank. 

8 She then believed that all this money was hers as she was 
married to Michael J. Clarke. Benilda then informed Michael she 
wanted Php. 100,000.00 to redeem the mortgage of her property 
at Laguna and schooling fees for the children. 

9 She was given Php. 40,000.00 to pay for her two children’s 
schooling, which was authorized by her husband. 

10 It was agreed that Trojan Horse would consider the re- 
quest of a mortgage/loan to redeem the debt for Benilda the get 
her land title deed back. An application form was issued to Be- 
nilda and she failed to complete this form to the company’s sat- 
isfaction. 

11 She has not completed this application form and so no 
agreement was reached to assist in this request to issue the mon- 
ey. The Agreement to pay will also be subject to her husband 
(Michael J. Clarke) approval. 

12 A dispute arose, in the Prison with a certain inmate, a 
friend of Michael, over a computer that Trojan Horse had given 
on loan. 

13 I then received black mail texted messages demanding I 
give money to Michael on the pain of vivid exposure to the me- 
dia, based on lies and deceit, in order to discredit Trojan Horse 
International (TULIP) Phils. Incorporated. 

14 Due to concerns about honesty and lawful permissions 
I then was requested that the computer be returned to Trojan 
Horse as issues were unresolved. I then wrote to the GIG Com- 
mander, Nester Cabinet, asking for his help to resolve the issue. 

15 The Director out of concern for Michael’s health and 
safety reported the issues involved to the British Embassy. The 
Embassy were informed of the illegal black mail attempt and the 
new Director of New Bilibid Prison was informed of the con- 
cerns over Michaels heath and safety. A request was put to have 
him hospitalized doe the fear of him being drugged and intimi- 
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dated by the inmate of NBP. 

16 Michael for Php. 50,000.00 then made a demand, with no 
return of the computer. 

17 I gave Php. 28,000.00 to Benilda to give to Michael on the 
condition the computer was returned. The computer was not 
returned and Michael and the inmate were angry with Benilda 
once they learned she had the money but did not give it to them. 

18 That Friday evening Benilda lost the 28,000.00 Pesos on 
the bus to Laguna. And when Michael and the inmate were in- 
formed they accused her of sterling the money. 

19 I was instructed by text messages allegedly from Michael 
not to give Benilda any money. 

20 Ireported the whole incident to the Embassy and in turn 
they have contacted the Prison Authorities to resolve the issue. 

21 On the 17th June Benilda was instructed to collect the 
Sony Video camera, which belonged to Trojan Horse, from the 
Prison Authorities so we could do the video shots according to 
the DOJ permissions. 

22 Benilda collect the camera from the prison authorities as 
requested but refused to return it to Trojan Horse whose proper- 
ty it is. 

23 On the 18th June Benilda said she wanted Php. 60,000.00 
in her bank as it was Michaels money and she had none. 

24 When I instructed her I would be giving not such money 
she was very angry and went into a rage. I then asked her to take 
her things from my apartment at Abarca, Sanpagita and leave, as 
I was not prepared to put up with such behavior. 

25 She then hired a Jeepney and sought to take a Sony TV 
and a video player along with other items form the apartment. I 
objected to the TV being taken at is was due to go into the prison 
for my brother. 

26 Benild got very angry so I called the Jeepney driver in to 
witness that I had asked Benilda to leave due to her unreasonable 
and aggressive behavior. She refused to leave so I called the Ba- 
ranagy.

27 Benilda then got very angry with me and said she would 
file a case against me and ripped her Polo off in front of me. My 
lady friend Dolores was present and witnessed this. 

28 I understood and it was clear to me that she was threat- 
ening me in order to get the things she wanted or she would file a 
case of rape against and have me imprisoned. She then stated she 
was going to the immigration to report me. 

Conclusion And Declaration 

35. I will give all the money due to my brother to the Embas- 
ay 

36. The TV will be taken to Michael, in the prison, when the 
DOJ issue the permit. See attached letter of request 16th June 
2003. 

37. I wish the Sony video 8 digital camera, to be retuned to 
me, as its lawful owner. It cost 54,000.00 Pesos. 

38. I request the Barangay Captain retain the video camera 
and return it to a its lawful owner, Trojan Horse, at later date 

39. I will honor all monies and dues owing to Michael. 

40. I will pay the money to the embassy by cheque on the 
19th June instructing them to release only Php.10, 000.00 per 
month and cash sum of Php. 10,000.00 only to officer Monico 
Caranay to give personally to Michael

Supreme Court rulings on arrest, detention of aliens

(Continued from Thursday) 

IN CASE after case, the Supreme Court has repeatedly held 
that without a final order of deportation, the Commissioner of 
Immigration has no power to issue a warrant of arrest against an 
alien. Such an act violates the due process clause of the Consti- 
tution. And it has long been settled that the “due process clause” 
and the “search and seizure clause” apply to an alien legally ad- 
mitted into the country. 

In Santos v. Commissioner of Immigration (74 SCRA 96), 
the Supreme Court said: “An alien may not be arrested before a 
final order of deportation is made and before the charges have 
been substantiated” 

In Salazar v. Achacoso (GR No. 81510, March 14, 1990) the 
Court, sitting en banc, laid down doctrinal guidelines for the 
Bench and the Bar: 

“1. Under Article III, Section 2, of the 1987 Constitution, it is 
only the judges, and no other, who may issue warrants of arrest 
and search. 

“2. The exception is in case of deportation of illegal and un- 
desirable aliens, whom the President or the Commissioner of 
Immigration may order arrested, following a final order of de- 
portation, for the purpose of deportation.” 

In Gatchalian v. Hon. De la Rosa (GR Nos, 85122-23, 95612- 
13, May 31, 1991), the Court, also sitting en banc, reiterated: “A 
warrant of arrest issued by the Commissioner of Immigration, to 
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be valid, must be for the sole purpose of executing a final order of 
deportation. A warrant of arrest issued by the Commissioner of 
Immigration for purposes of investigation only is null and void 
for being unconstitutional.” 

In Neria v. Vivo (29 SCRA 701, 1969) the Court, also en 
banc, declared: 

“...No warrant of arrest can be issued by Immigration author- 
ities before a final order of deportation is made. For until it is 
established that an alien lawfully admitted gained entry into the 
country through illegal means and the expulsion is finally de- 
creed, his arrest cannot be ordered. 

“The issuance of warrants of arrest by the Commissioner of 
Immigration, solely for purposes of investigation and before a 
final order of deportation is issued, conflicts with paragraph 3, 
section 1, of Article III (Bill of Rights) of our Constitution.” 

In Catherine Siy vs. Hon. Andrea D. Domingo (GR No. 
97152) and the Antonio Siy vs. Hon. Andrea D. Domingo (GR 
No.97159), the tribunal made an extended resolution, the perti- 
nent portion of which said: 

“Before any alien may be deported upon a warrant of the 
Commissioner of Immigration, there should be a prior deter- 
mination by the Board of Commissioners of the existence of the 
ground as charged against the alien. A deportation proceeding 
does not partake of a criminal action. However, considering that 
it is a harsh and extraordinary proceeding affecting the freedom 
and liberty of a person, the constitutional right of such person to 
due process should not be denied. 

“Until a final order of deportation has been issued finding 
petitioners to be undesirable aliens of the charges have been ful- 
ly substantiated by evidence, petitioners may not be indefinitely 
detained by the BID (Bureau of Immigration and Deportation). 
Continued detention of herein petitioners before a finding has 
been made that they committed acts which render them subject 
to deportation is a violation of due process.” 

Thus, the arrest and detention of PRAMA president Ramon 
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Collado, is a violation of the Bill of Rights and of repeated doc- 
trines laid down by the Supreme Court. In fairness to Commis- 
sioner Domingo, however, she agreed to give Collado a pass, 
through the intercession of Jess Santos (who also happens to be 
my lawyer -- and that of Max Soliven and Doroy Valencia). 

In explaining, the arrest and detention of Collado, Santos, 
speaking for Commissioner Domingo, said in a letter that Col- 
lado is charged “with the administrative offenses of working 
without the proper permit, and/or violation of the condition and 
limitation of his stay as a retiree, and/or for not being properly 
documented at the time of his arrest. The issue relating to Mr. 
Collados detention, as correctly mentioned, has been brought 
before the Court of Appeals in a habeas corpus proceeding and 
the issues relative thereto are sub judice. Until the Court of Ap- 
peals issues its ruling, it is not proper for anyone to say that Mr. 
Collados human rights were violated. 

In implementing and enforcing the law as against Mr. Col- 
lado, the bureau has thoroughly considered the legal basis and 
implications of its action. We considered, in addition to the law 
that requires him to secure a working permit, the welfare of the 
great majority of the other retirees who saw clearly Mr. Collado’s 
inappropriate insistence in controlling them through Mr. Col- 
lado’s foundation. The bureau is not blind to these realities and 
thus, acted promptly as it did. 

“The cancellation of said visa was pursuant to the offi- 
cial request of the PLRA through Ms Erlinda P. Lozada, offi- 
cer-in-charge, for failure (on the part of Mr. Collado) to secure 
an Alien Employment Permit (AEP) (in connection with his be- 
ing a holder of an executive-supervisory position in PRAMA) 
from the Department of Labor and Employment, in violation of 
Department Order No. 12, Series of 2001 of the Department of 
Labor and Employment and of Section 2, Rule IX of the Rules 
and Regulations Implementing Executive Order No. 1037. It 
must be stressed that the SRR Visas are applied for and processed 
with the PLRA. Once endorsed and it is established that all re- 
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quirements are complied with, the Bureau merely implements 
the same.”

THIS BOOK tells the true story of David and Michael 
Clarke, who were born in Oldham, Lancashire and whose for- 
mative years, were those in Aylesbury, Buckinghamshire, UK. 
There they became young criminals and were sent to prison for 
malicious wounding and carrying a fire arm without a licence. 
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Michael went to Maidstone prison, for 2 years, and David to 


Dover Borstal. On leaving Dover Borstal, in 1968 David had a 
3-year career of undetected crime until he experienced a dra- 
matic conversion and became a Christian. He turned his back 
on his criminal past and sought to follow the Lord Jesus Christ.

Michael formed a travel business, taking advantage the exist- 
ing night life and lifestyle of sin Cities in Angeles and Olongapo 
Cities, in the Philippines but was entrapped and sentenced to 16 
years in New Bilibid, Maximum Security Prison, in the Philip- 
pines. 

Five years into his prison sentence Michael too was convert- 
ed from crime to Christ and it was through reading C.S. Lewis 
book, “Mere Christianity’, that he was convinced that Jesus was 
the Christ, the son of the living God. 

New Bilibid Prison is the largest prison in the Far East and 
houses over 35,000 inmates, in three compounds, the Maximum, 
Medium and Minimum Compounds and Penal Farms. Michael 
was sent to the Maximum Security Compound, housing 13,000 
inmates, inside which is Death Row, where there were some 1200 
prisoners, scheduled be executed by lethal injection. 

On Michaels conversion, they worked with other prison in- 
mates and visiting religious volunteers to promote the gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ within and without the prison. 

This book tells of David’s visit to the Philippines, as a minis- 
ter of Bierton Particular Baptists, and their work in New Bilibid 
Prison with other prisons in the Philippines along with prison 
inmates, seeking to assist them in their reformation. This book
